N o American remained untouched 
by the tragedies of the September 
11 terrorist attacks, whether from 
the images of those perishing in the 
World Trade Center or the grief felt by 
witnesses, family, and friends. The el¬ 
ement of surprise, the invasion of 
perceived “safe” places, and the loss of 
innocence all contributed to the dis¬ 
belief and recurring nightmares that 
have plagued many people as they 
have tried to cope and to heal over the 
past year. 

It is precisely this pain and fear 
that has shaped how the aftermath of 
the attacks has played out politically, 
much to the dismay of activists who 
see dissent as fundamental to Ameri¬ 
can values and who are uneasy about 
an entire year defined almost as in¬ 
stantly as the human instinct for se¬ 
curity and revenge manifested on that 
fateful day. After the U.S.-led bomb¬ 
ing campaign in Afghanistan, and on 
the verge of what looks like an Amer¬ 
ican invasion of Iraq, such activists 
say that increased racism, govern¬ 
ment-backed infringement of civil

Nonoxynol-9 under fire, part 1 

Lube can increase 
risk of HIV infection 


hen the first of the jets ripped 
through the shimmering bubble of the New York 
morning sky, streaked through the air, and turned 
the World Trade Center into a twin pyre, many 
San Franciscans were at home, safe in bed. 

In New York, an entire ZIP code was obliterat¬ 
ed. But for many here, what happened on Sep¬ 
tember 11 occurred in the controlled confines of 
television sets that people were able to switch on 
and off as they chose. But the events of that day 
have had durable effects on the way local residents 
think, the way they think of their country, and the 
way they behave toward each other. 

As the one-year anniversary of the terrorist at¬ 
tacks approaches, the Bay Area Reporter asked 
people in the Castro to talk about how Septem¬ 
ber 11 has affected" them and what they’re doing 
differently as a result. 

The main damage - and the main change - 
around San Francisco has, of course, been eco¬ 
nomic. The mayor has declared a financial emer¬ 
gency because of September 11, but as the twin 
mileposts of the terror attacks and the bursting of 
the dot-com bubble about nine months earlier 
recede into the past, they seem to get closer to¬ 
gether so that it’s easy to point at both and say 
that September 11 was the cause of the area’s eco¬ 
nomic problems more than, say, the collapse of 
Internet companies. 

Even so, tourism is down. Business travel is 
down. According to Jim Mathias, vice president 
for public affairs at the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce, San Francisco fell further in hotel 
occupancy than any city in the country, and is the 
slowest to recover. 

“The restaurant industry took a huge hit,” 
Mathias said. The city lost (net openings and clos¬ 
ings) 228 restaurants in the last year. 

“But thank God for the gay dollars,” Mathias

D studies that have shown 
that the spermicide 
nonoxynol-9 in lubricants 
significantly increases the 
risk of HIV transmission, N- 
9 lubricants continue to be 
sold in stores that cater to 
gay men. 

“We should be picketing 
them,” said Survive AIDS 
founder Hank Wilson. “And 
we should have a city ordi¬ 
nance removing this stuff 
from the shelves.” 

The Bay Area Reporter 
surveyed a half-dozen stores, 
all of which cater virtually 
exclusively to gay men, and 
found that all sell N-9 lubri¬ 
cants. The only warnings 
that were observed were in 
the fine print on the prod¬ 
ucts themselves, which 
warned that users should discontinue 
use if irritation occurs. The labels didn’t

mention that the most critical sign of 
irritation, the stripping of the pro- 
tective lining of the anus, would 
not be noticed by the average 
user. 

The stores selling N-9 lu¬ 
bricants include four in the 
Castro: Jaguar Books, The 
Phantom, Le Salon, and the 
Castro Gulch. A store outside 
of the Castro that caters to 
gay men, the Folsom Gulch, 
also sells N-9 lubricants. The 
Folsom Gulch’s sister store, 
City Entertainment, also sells 
N-9 lubricants but that store 
caters to a mixed clientele 
and sells both gay and 
straight porn. The brands 
being sold with N-9 in the 
surveyed businesses include 
ID Plus and ForPlay Plus. 

Studies documenting the 
danger of N-9 have prompt¬ 
ed both the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
and the World Health Organi¬ 
zation to recommend against using lu-

First Oakland Dyke 
March is a success 

200 attend inaugural event at Lake Merritt

rganizers didn’t know what 
to expect when they gath- 
lyP ered at Lake Merritt last Sat¬ 
urday morning, August 31 for the 
first-ever Oakland Dyke March. 
But they were thrilled with the 
more than 200 women who 
showed up and marched, adding a 
new dimension to East Bay Pride 
festivities. 

“We didn’t know if there 
would be five people or 10 peo¬ 
ple,” organizer Peggy Moore told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “There was 
power setting the day and time 
and seeing if people showed up.” 

And show up they did - from 
the East Bay and beyond. 

“It’s sunny, there’s dykes. What 
more do you need?” laughed Sue 
Bennett, who came from San Fran¬ 
cisco to attend the event. She want¬ 
ed to lend her support, she added. 

Afia Walking Tree and her 
Spirit Drumz contingent provid¬ 
ed musical accompaniment and 
led the march. Participants carried 
placards such as “Pussy Power” 
and “Dyke Power” and “Sistahs 
Steppin’ in Pride,” as the march 
was called, gof under way at 10:30 
a.m. As the women marched 
alongside the lake on Grand Av¬ 
enue, car horns honked in sup¬ 
port and even a passing city fire 


truck blasted its horn and the fire¬ 
fighters waved. 

“Our bodies, our lives, sistahs 
walk with Pride,” the marchers 
chanted. 

As the group passed the en¬ 
trance to Children’s Fairyland, 
someone yelled, “Welcome to 
Fairyland!” 

Planning for the march started 
shortly after San Francisco’s LGBT 
Pride Parade, Moore said, when 
she and a group of friends were 
sitting in Peet’s Coffee talking. 

“We found out what was hap¬ 
pening around East Bay Pride,” 
Moore explained. “We wanted to do 
something in the morning - some¬ 


thing different. And we wanted to 
do something around the lake.” 

The University of California, 
Berkeley chapter of the UC Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender, Intersex 
Association also helped get the word 
out about the march, Moore said. 

About midway through the 
march, Walking Tree called for a 
moment of silence “in memory of 
all those who came before us.” 

Then the drums started up 
again. 

“We believe drums are essen¬ 
tial for any revolution or for any 
evolution,” said Walking Tree. 
“Drums traditionally bring com¬ 
munities together.” ▼

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Online auction sites 
in a battle of the Bays

v an a company tell a Bay Area 
business not to use the word 
“Bay” in its name? If the 
company is online auction giant 
eBay, that’s exactly what will hap¬ 
pen, as Ronnie Rodriguez, creator 
and operator of the gay auction 
site AlternaBay (www.altern- 
abay.com) has learned. 

The 35-year-old 
San Francisco resi¬ 
dent launched his 
site almost a 
year ago as a 
way to cater to 
LGBT con¬ 
sumers. 

When eBay 
attorneys sent him 
a cease and desist letter 
last month, it was actually 
one of many online auction sites 
with the word “Bay” in their titles 
that the company has targeted. But 
Rodriguez, who insists the “Bay” in 
his company’s name is meant to 
attract Bay Area residents, decided 
he wasn’t going to budge, and im¬ 
mediately hired a lawyer and went 
public with the story. 

Now, thanks to eBay’s efforts to 
shut him down, Rodriguez’s busi¬ 
ness is up - way up. AlternaBay 
has jumped from 260 registered 
members to more than 1,000 since 
news stories of the conflict started 
to appear. And why not - it is on 
AlternaBay, not eBay, where mem¬ 


bers of the LGBT community will 
find featured items such as fuzzy 
pink flamingos, blue suede skates, 
black lacy garters, and vintage 
chaps. And unlike the more main¬ 
stream auction site, AlternaBay 
users don’t have to worry that gay- 
themed collectibles will be auto¬ 
matically relegated to an “adults 
only” section of the site. 

EBay, which also takes issue 
with Rodriguez’s multi-colored 
logo (a pastel-based 
scheme that he 
said uses an 
entirely differ¬ 
ent font), has 
vowed to 
fight Altern¬ 
aBay to the end, 
but Rodriguez 
said he takes issue 
with a relatively new 
venture claiming 
words and colors that have be¬ 
longed to his community for a 
long time. 

“I just can’t believe a company 
that has only been around since 
1995 can claim the word ‘Bay’ 
when it has been associated with 
San Francisco for centuries,” said 
Rodriguez. “And I think it’s absurd 
that they think they can police let¬ 
ters and colors. The gay commu¬ 
nity used pink, purple, and the 
rainbow flag way before eBay de¬ 
cided on a multi-colored logo.” 

Representatives from eBay did 
not return calls from the Bay Area 
Reporter seeking comment.

Although Rodriguez is not sure 
how far he can afford to take his 
legal battle, his persistence in the 
short run continues to pay off. 

“Ever since they targeted me, 
every day when I wake up another 
30-40 people have already signed 
up for AlternaBay,” he said. “It’s re¬ 
markable. There’s been such a re¬ 
sponse from the public. It has be¬ 
come bigger than a name, it’s 
about our community as well.” ▼

Supe candidates battle over 
Dufty’s ballot designation

I I 0 hen District 8 voters go to 
V the polls in November to 
If W elect a new supervisor, 
their choices - as listed on the bal¬ 
lot - will include a firefighter- 
paramedic, an HIV prevention 
worker, a nonprofit consultant, a 
BART board director, and even an 
exotic dancer/escort. 

But the one that has several 
candidates’ blood boiling is Bevan 
Dufty’s title as neighborhood ser¬ 
vices manager. The designation 
prompted several people to file 
complaints with the elections de¬ 
partment last month and outrage 
over the title is still simmering. 

“For him to call himself a 
neighborhood services manager is 
beyond belief to me,” said Scott 
Trammell Moore, who raised con¬ 
cerns about the designation to the 
elections department. “He never 
serviced my neighborhood. I find 
it shocking.” 

The ballot brouhaha began 
when Dufty, an openly gay man 
who is a former aide to Mayor 
Willie Brown, originally filed his 
designation for the ballot as 


neighborhood services director. In 
the eyes of his opponents, that 
designation seemed to refer to 
when, from 1996 through 2001, 
Dufty directed the Mayor’s Office 
of Neighborhood Services. 

But elections guidelines state a 
candidate must list their occupa¬ 
tion from the majority of the pre¬ 
vious year, or list nothing at all. 
With that rule in mind, out les¬ 
bian candidate Eileen Hansen, a 
nonprofit consultant who nar¬ 
rowly lost to outgoing Supervisor 
Mark Leno in 2000, filed a com¬ 
plaint. 

She argued that Dufty has been 
working as a lobbyist for the past 
year, having been employed by the 
Robert Group as its senior vice 
president of government and 
public affairs. As of July 22 when it 
was last updated, the city’s list of 
lobbyists still has Dufty as work¬ 
ing for the Robert Group. 

“According to both the city at¬ 
torney and department of elec¬ 
tions, the 12-month period just 
proceeding the date of filing [Au¬ 
gust 9] is the period that must be 
used for occupation designation. 
During that period Bevan was 
employed as a lobbyist and a lob¬ 


byist not always on the side of the 
neighbors,” said Hansen. “Given 
that his slogan is ‘All about the 
neighborhood’ it would not be¬ 
hoove him to be known as a lob¬ 
byist. Even though many people 
will not vote for him because he 
ran the mayor’s office, still any 
title that carries neighborhood 
services in it would be far prefer¬ 
able to that of lobbyist.” 

Dufty maintains he has not 
worked for the Robert Group for 
some time. After the questions 
emerged about his designation, 
Dufty changed it to read manager 
instead of director and supplied 
elections officials with a letter from 
such a credible source to prove his 
case, that the department’s director 
saw no reason to change the desig¬ 
nation, to lobbyist. 

The letter came from Rabbi 
Edward Harowitz, head of the 
Jewish Community High School 
of the Bay, and in it he certifies 
that “Mr. Dufty has been working 
for the new Jewish Community 
High School of the Bay as our 
neighborhood services manager 
for the last six months as we pre¬ 
pare to open our new campus.”

lesbian activist couple Phyllis 
Lyon and Del Martin, the clinic 
has a particular focus on lesbians, 
women of color, low-income 
women, women with AIDS and 
disabilities, and transgenders. 

Yet precisely because of its mis¬ 
sion and marginalized clientele, 
the clinic has almost always had 
trouble staying afloat, particular¬ 
ly when much of the money 
marked for AIDS or queer services 
has tended to go to gay male orga : 
nizations. Now, as the clinic at¬ 
tempts to expand and renovate its 
facilities to better serve the more 
than 3,000 people it sees annually, 
Lyon-Martin once again needs 
community support to maintain 
its standards of care. And the 
community has a chance to give 
back by attending the second an¬ 
nual “Barbecue by the Bay” bene¬ 
fit this Sunday, September 8.

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Overlook planned for 
AIDS Memorial Grove

II ip acy’s Passport, the Eliza- 
I " beth Taylor Foundation, 
i f I and the American Ex¬ 
press Foundation have each do¬ 
nated $50,000 to the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove to build a 
new overlook above the grove off 
of Middle Drive in San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate Park. 

The new cantilevered stone 
platform will provide better visi¬ 
bility for the grove from Middle 
Drive and provide a vista point 
from which visitors can see most 
of the grove. 

“It’s really hard for people to 
see or find it,” said Rick Pavich, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the grove. 

According to Pavich, the 
overlook should encourage visi¬ 
tors to explore the rest of the 
memorial to those whose lives 


have been affected by AIDS. The 
overlook will be built out over 
the existing hillside and will be 
faced with the same stone used 
in other elements of the grove. 
Construction is scheduled to 
start soon. 

About half of the combined 
total of $150,000 will be used to 
build the overlook. The other half 
will go into the grove’s endow¬ 
ment fund for maintenance. 

Pavich said that the endow¬ 
ment fund is very near its goal of 
$1.5 million. The grove is on city 
land leased to the foundation, 
which cares for and improves the 
memorial. 

The grove project started in 
1989 and relies on volunteers to 
do much of the construction and 
maintenance. “Our monthly vol¬ 
unteer days have up to 250 peo¬ 
ple,” Pavich said. “We can’t even 
count up the value of all that 


labor.” 

The current elements of the 
grove consist of several planted 
hillsides, a meadow, a grove of 
redwood trees, and a flagstone ter¬ 
race called the Circle of Friends, 
with approximately 1,200 in¬ 
scribed names of “donors to the 
grove, those who have died, and 
those who loved them,” according 
to Trey DeGrassi, the grove’s pro¬ 
gram manager. 

Those elements complete the 
master plan for the memorial. On 
October 12, from 11 a.m. until 2 
p.m. the grove will celebrate with 
an official dedication ceremony. 
“This will be to thank the sup¬

Additional settlement for censored teacher

lawsuit settlement reached 
I last week has awarded an 
x 1 additional $1.5 million to 
Karl Debro, the San Leandro High 
School teacher who was disci¬ 
plined in 1998 for discussing 
racism and homophobia in the 
classroom. 

Debro, a heterosexual African 
American, was targeted by conser¬ 
vative parents during the 1997-98 
school year after he addressed the 
evils of anti-gay and racially moti¬ 
vated bias with his students. The 
school investigated and found 


him guilty of unprofessional con¬ 
duct, inappropriate use of class 
time, and poor judgment. A note 
of his misconduct was placed in 
his file, and the school board also 
adopted a policy that prohibited 
teachers from discussing contro¬ 
versial issues without administra¬ 
tive approval. 

Debro filed a civil rights claim 
against the school district in 1999. 
Last month, Alameda County Su¬ 
perior Court Judge Bonnie 
Sabraw ruled that the “controver¬ 
sial issues” policy was unconstitu¬ 
tional, and jurors found that the 
district and Superintendent 
Thomas Himmelberg violated 


Debro’s free speech and discrimi¬ 
nated against him because of his 
race. Debro was awarded $500,Q00 
in emotional damages from that 
decision. 

The additional $1.5 million 
will cover legal fees and case costs, 
and includes more than $600,000 
in punitive damages against Him¬ 
melberg. 

Because the school was found 
to have acted with malice, accord¬ 
ing to news reports, the district’s 
insurance will not cover the 
money awarded to Debro. Instead, 
the district reported, that money 
will have to come from the 
school’s annual budget. ▼ 


AIDS Ride charities will receive funds

| : alifornia beneficiaries of the 

latest AIDS Ride produced 
by Pallotta Teamworks will 
indeed receive their share of the 
event’s profits, AIDS Project Los 
Angeles announced last week. 

Following last month’s decision 
by Pallotta Teamworks to lay off 
250 employees and cease opera¬ 
tions, many organizations had 
questions about whether the com¬ 
pany’s financial woes would affect 
what they earned from the most re¬ 
cent California AIDS Ride in June. 

Bay Area beneficiaries of Pallot- 
ta’s last AIDS Ride include the Black 
Coalition on AIDS, which last week 
told the Bay Area Reporter that it 


hadn’t yet received its money and 
wasn’t sure whether it would. But 
APLA, Pallotta’s main beneficiary, 
told reporters that it has been work¬ 
ing with Pallotta to ensure that AIDS 
Ride funds are distributed. No exact 
figures were available, but organiz¬ 
ers reported earning just $2.7 mil¬ 
lion from this year’s ride as opposed 
to $11.5 million raised in 2001. Pal¬ 
lotta has reportedly agreed not to 
charge its standard fee for the event, 
due to already-dismal returns. 

Pallotta Teamworks founder 
Dan Pallotta’s has for years been 
criticized for producing slick AIDS 
and cancer events that gross mil¬ 
lions but only net a fraction of prof¬ 
its for benefiting charities. Upset by 
Pallotta’s business practices, both 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 


and the Los Angeles Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center broke from Pallotta’s 
California AIDS Ride this year, 
which prompted Pallotta to enlist 
several other charities, including 
APLA, as this year’s beneficiaries. ▼

ast year, in those weeks after Septem¬ 
ber 11, it became clear to us that there 
H1, was a push to bring the country to¬ 
gether. As we wrote then, there was an out¬ 
pouring of empathy, financial charity, and 
much rallying around the Stars and Stripes. 
We mourned the loss of LGBT people, and 
with the exception of Jerry Falwell trying to 
blame us for the attacks, most Americans re¬ 
alized that we were all in this together. The 
LGBT community can be proud of the role 
it has played in furthering our quest for 
equal rights and for speaking out against the 
very real curtailment of civil liberties of 
people who have been caught up in our gov¬ 
ernment’s war on terror - many, in fact, re¬ 
main detained and have no idea why. 

In contrast, President Bush has failed to 
safeguard our civil rights and unify all citi¬ 
zens, wrongly deferring to Attorney Gener¬ 
al John Ashcroft, the Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation, the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and others. People of Middle Eastern de¬ 
scent continue to be harassed, interrogated, 
jailed, and deported. The government has 
accused and frozen the assets of some char¬ 
itable organizations that it has accused of 
having “links” to international terrorism. 
Ashcroft wanted to institute a spy program 
whereby neighbors and utility workers 
would report “suspicious” activities they 
might come across in America’s neighbor¬ 
hoods. While this outrageous proposal was 
quickly retracted, law enforcement has in¬ 
creased during the last year. 

In this climate of increasing suspicion 
and tension, the thin line of civility and tol¬ 
erance continues to be breached. A college 
professor in Florida is expected to lose his 
job because of who he is. The University of 
North Carolina, in an effort to expose its stu¬ 
dents to Islam and the academic process, 
came under intense criticism for assigning 
incoming freshman a book about the Koran. 
College campuses are supposed to be bas¬ 
tions of academic freedom and the exchange 
of ideas; now, they have become targets for 
close-minded people. In San Francisco, a 
Palestinian shopkeeper in the Castro was 
verbally assaulted shortly after the terror at¬ 
tacks; and earlier this year, anti-Arab graffi¬ 
ti was spray painted on the Women’s Build¬ 
ing, Community Thrift, and across the street 
from Community United Against Violence. 

The diminishing of civil liberties in gen¬ 
eral has specific consequences for the LGBT 
community. 


Although the U.S. led a coalition of na¬ 
tions to oust the Taliban and al Qaeda troops 
from Afghanistan, LGBT service members 
were still drummed out of the military - this 
at a time when service to the country 
was needed. While Defense Secre¬ 
tary Donald Rumsfeld may advo¬ 
cate for a military that is more ( 
modern and more agile, he and 
other leaders stubbornly cling to 
what is by all accounts the flawed 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. Granted, 
while many on the left don’t see the need 
to push for repeal of DADT, 
those LGBT people who so de¬ 
sire should have the same right 
to enlist in the military as their 
heterosexual counterparts. 

And on the home front, while gays and 
lesbians also lost partners in the attacks, 
they’ve had to fight for their share of bene¬ 
fits, and for many, that struggle continues. 
The special master in charge of the federal 
victim compensation fund has dragged his 
feet and offered mixed messages to gay and 
lesbian survivors. The American Red Cross, 
after much prodding, finally agreed to treat 
same-sex partners equally when reviewing 
their applications for disaster relief aid. And 


immigration has become a huge issue for 
our community as many same-sex bina¬ 
tional couples continue to face obstacles 
with regard to living together in this coun¬ 
try. One bright spot for some surviving 
partners was President Bush’s signing of 
the Mychal Judge Act, the federal law 
that grants survivor benefits to same- 
sex partners of public service officers 
killed last September 11. 

One would have expected that Amer¬ 
icans would have been less inclined to 
support religious zealots in this coun¬ 
try after hearing reports of how 
the extremist Taliban imposed 
their religion on Afghan citizens 
(no school for girls, no rights for 
women). Sadly, this is not the case. 

Last September we wrote: “America is 
neither a theocracy nor a dictatorship. We 
are a democracy founded on free elections, 
personal freedom, and certain rights. Those 
freedoms and rights cannot be undermined 
as the government moves closer to war; oth¬ 
erwise, we will all be hostages to terror.” 

On the eve of the one-year anniversary of the 
terror attacks, it’s distressing that in many ways, 
the country has returned to normal: the nor¬ 
malcy of prejudice, stereotypes, and hatred. ▼ 




Service to liberty

O ur nation’s re¬ 
sponse to the war 
on terrorism has 
been a marvel of Amer¬ 
ican solidarity. One year 
after September 11, 

Americans of every age, race, and econom¬ 
ic background have been inspired to service 
in one way or another. Lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender Americans have also 
made important contributions to our free¬ 
doms and security, including on the front¬ 
lines of our battles against terrorist factions. 
Unfortunately, those same Americans con¬ 
tinue to be fired at a rate of three to four 
people every day, simply because of their 
sexual orientation. 

Our president is right. We are at war, and 
war changes things. My friends continue to 
serve in Afghanistan, Kuwait, Egypt, and 
every corner of the globe. They are serving 
around the world, and right here at home, 
guarding our airports and seaports. But 
many of them must do so in silence and in 
the shadows of a dangerous double standard 
that robs our military of qualified, skilled 
Americans ... like me. 

In February, after more than six years of 
service to the United States Army, my com¬ 
mand fired me because of my bisexuality. 
And, though I am one voice, 1,273 of my 
fellow patriots were also removed from ser¬ 
vice last year simply because they happened 
to be lesbian, gay, or bisexual. The loss of 
1,273 men and women - doctors, linguists, 


helicopter pilots, and other skilled profes¬ 
sions - has a very real impact on the ability 
of their units to get their jobs done. We are 
at war with terrorists; we should not be at 
war with American service members. 

When I left the Army in February, I won¬ 
dered, “Who will step in and lead my sol¬ 
diers? Who will fill my shoes in our re¬ 
sponse to the attacks on our freedom? 

Why am I less fit to lead today than I 
was yesterday, when I served in fed¬ 
erally enforced silence?” 

Those are the real questions 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” doesn’t dare 
answer. 

Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld has offered no 
answers. Vice President 
Dick Cheney, whose own 
daughter would be 
turned away from service to our nation, has 
offered no answers. And our president, who 
has been on a mission to “rally the troops,” 
continues to exclude a very sizable, and ded¬ 
icated, segment of Americans from his call 
to duty. 

September 11, 2001 changed our nation 
in a very real, profound way. It united our 
nation as few things have before. And just as 
we have been moved to duty in every armed 
conflict since our nation began, lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender Americans have 
stepped up to the plate this time, too. One 
year after our nation’s liberties were at¬ 
tacked, it is time to focus our attention on 
battling terrorism, not brave, patriotic 
Americans who want nothing more than to 
protect the freedoms we’ve been denied for 


far too long. 

Victory depends on service to liberty. 
One year later, I remain as ready and willing 
to march into battle as I was when I watched 
planes crash into the World Trade Center, 
the Pentagon, and a field in Pennsylvania. I 
remain ready and willing to march forward 
in solidarity and equality with every Amer¬ 
ican, regardless of their race, religion, or sex¬ 
ual orientation. Now, more than ever, our 
nation has a common goal that overcomes 

_ those differences. 

And, as President Bush so 
often reminds us, war changes 
things. Let’s hope it can change 
a long history of discrimination 
against lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender pa¬ 
triots. Let’s hope this con¬ 
flict is the one that finally 
shows the true absurdity of “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell,” and crushes it in the name of 
justice and the greater good. 

In the end, we’re fighting for freedom. 
Not for some. Not for many. But for every¬ 
one. And I hope, by September 11,2003, we 
will have truly realized that very American 
ideal. T

Duffy’s deceit 

Will the real Bevan Dufty please stand up? I re¬ 
cently heard the news that Bevan Dufty’s ballot desig¬ 
nation, which he stated as Neighborhood Services Di¬ 
rector, is being challenged.

I Condoms are enough 

Though not in the habit of writing 
letters to the editor, I was so taken aback 
by Daniel Hlad’s guest opinion that I had 
to respond [“Condoms aren’t enough,” 
August 29]. Certainly the notion of 
using a condom with every partner, 
every time you have sex is simplistic in 
the same way that “just say no” is a simplistic answer 
to drug abuse. But both have the potential to work. If 
Mr. Hlad’s response to the slogan was: “How do we 
encourage personal and social responsibility in this 
regard” rather than the flippant “Do you want a shake 
with that,” perhaps he might still be seronegative. 

He sees “the embracing of this mentality” as “...too 
often not an issue of health but more like ‘Oh, please 
stop infecting people - they’re going to think we’re 
bad.’” Well, think about it. A seropositive top who 
doesn’t insist on using a condom with a bottom of 
unknown (to the top) serostatus, even if that bottom 
is not insistent themselves, is at best ethically weak, 
and at worst, well, bad. It is really as simple as that. A 
person who has not been tested is in serious denial. 
We are all responsible for protecting ourselves, and 
each other. We should all extend that kind of respect, 
and we all deserve it. 

It is certainly true that federal funding guidelines have 
taken the teeth out of safe sex education campaigns. But 
the word has been out for a long time and organizations 
like the Stop AIDS Project have and will continue to 
spread the word about protecting oneself and others. 

Hlad says, “I have a thought: let’s treat HIV for 
what it is, a health issue within our community.” This 
is particularly interesting to me, and I cannot imagine 
where he has been for the last 15 years. That is exact¬ 
ly what people like him (members of the staff of AIDS 
service providers) have been doing. This is exactly 
what public health professionals have been doing. 
And this is exactly what medical professionals have 
been doing. Certainly not in the best and most effec¬ 
tive ways, but good God, they have been trying! 

We should, as he says, be angry at the government 
for its responses, and we should be angry that there is 
no cure (though not for lack of trying). But we should 
also be angry with those who try to justify (as he does) 
the choice to have unsafe sex. His claim that the deci¬ 
sion not to use a condom was a difficult one that re¬ 
quired lots of personal reflection and thought seems 
disingenuous. His claim that you are not a bad or 
thoughtless person because you have made the deci¬ 
sion not to use a condom is hard to fathom. You are 
probably not bad, but you are either thoughtless or 
haven’t thought it out well. 

The choice to risk seroconversion is unfortunate¬ 
ly not just a personal choice, it impinges on the entire 
community. It puts stress on the health care providers 
and helps drive up the cost of health care for every¬ 
one. Often people with AIDS eventually need to make 
use of public assistance, and so, literally we all pay. 
This makes it a very different kind of choice, and to 
think it is only about you and your sexual pleasure is 
shortsighted and.not a little selfish. 

Hlad says we need to recognize that condoms are 
not enough. Condoms are enough. What we need to 
recognize is that it takes a whole lot of other stuff to 
make people realize they are worth protecting, and 
that they must protect others. It takes the nurturing of 
self-respect. It takes the encouragement of member¬ 
ship in community. It takes an understanding of the 
current state of life with HIV. It takes a recognition of 
the history of the disease and how it has changed our 
community. It takes commitment to yourself, to those 
you love, and to those you make love to.

ii jP his isn’t just a tale of Mafioso 

1 covertly controlling the out- 
m comes of elections, and se¬ 
cret agendas devised by powerful 
and shadowy cabals. It’s a tale so 
shocking, it will make anything 
that Bob Woodward and Carl 
Bernstein discovered about Presi¬ 
dent Nixon seem tame. 

Either that, or it will simply be 
another look at the follies of the 
religious right.

In at¬ 
tacking recent attempts to change 
California’s foster care system to 
be more GLBT friendly, he in¬ 
formed the world that “it supports 
the drag-queen agenda and it sup¬ 
ports the sex-change agenda.” 

It’s far too easy to make the ob¬ 
vious jokes, especially after 
decades of hearing about the 
so-called gay agenda. Still, it 
is heartening to know 
that, in some way, the 
transgender community 
has finally arrived at a 
point where we are ac¬ 
cused of having 
our own agen¬ 
da. 

Of course, 
Thomasson 
does not spell out exactly what 
our agenda is. I am sure we can as¬ 
sume that we are doing all but sac¬ 
rificing babies to Satan. I can only 
suspect that any such agenda is 
the work of the homosexual, bi¬ 
sexual, and transsexual Mafia, 
again trying to subvert the rights 
of the fine, straight, non-gender 
variant people that make this 
country what it is. 

I’m surprised that none of 
these individuals have mentioned 
the old “recruiting” chestnut yet. 
Certainly transgendered people 
are out on the street corners of 
American right now, passing out 
lipstick and chest binders to the 
nation’s youth. I picture the voice 
of Jack Webb, warning against the 
machinations of the trans-push¬ 
ers, saying “makeup is the flame, 
falsies are the fuse, sex change is 
the bomb.” 

Beyond all of this is the as¬ 
sumption that members of our 
community are part of some 
shadow world, somehow pulling 
the strings from behind the 
scenes. The problem with that as¬ 
sumption is that transgendered 
people - and the rest of our sup¬ 


posed Mafia - are part of the same 
world as everyone else. 

We live in all places, even in 
Miami-Dade County and the con¬ 
servative parts of California. We 
even have members of the right 
wing in our numbers, such as 
Karen Kerin, a transgendered 
woman currently running for the 
Republican nomination for Con¬ 
gress in Vermont. We lost at least 
one transgendered person in the 
attack on the World Trade Center, 
and at least one firefighter at the 
Pentagon attack was an out cross¬ 
dresser. You’ll find us unemployed, 
working retail jobs, serving as 
CEOs, and anywhere in between. 

I think that is what scares 
Armesto and Thomasson the 
most. The very thought that we 
are simply another variant of the 
same humanity as either of them, 
and that we simply deserve the 
same treatment they might expect 
for themselves. It doesn’t seem like 
such a radical concept, and I cer¬ 
tainly don’t think that any ancient 
cabal would be focusing their en¬ 
ergy on something as basic as that 
when there are plenty of more 
profitable endeavors out there. 
Bootleg designer wear, for exam¬ 
ple. I’m sure that our Mafia could 
do a fabulous job at that. 

Perhaps it’s time that these 
members of the conservative es¬ 
tablishment take a good long look 
at their rhetoric. At the same time, 
I also suspect that they will con¬ 
tinue in the same vein. There are 
still people today who assume that 
there is an “international Jewish 
conspiracy” behind everything 
with which they disagree. It seems 
to just be easier to assume that 
there must be some agent provo¬ 
cateur behind it all, conspiring 
against all they hold true, rather 
than exploring some of the flaws 
in their own world view. 

After all, the only conspiracy at 
work here seems to be the rest of 
the world laughing at these no¬ 
tions of Mafia and agendas. Most 
people already know what the gay 
rights movement has been about, 
and are now learning about the 
needs of transgendered people. I 
know that’s all I’m doing when I 
educate others. 

Then again, maybe I’m just a 
tool of the conspiracy. T

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Economy, not war, 
setting election tone

ith only two months 
until the November 5 
election - a national vote 
that will decide which party con¬ 
trols the next Congress - recent 
polls indicate that it is the state of 
the nation’s economy, not the war 
on terrorism, that is setting the 
tone for the November off-year 
elections. 

Indeed, the Republicans are in¬ 
creasingly worried that recent 
polls, including one last week by 
the Los Angeles Times, show that 
growing anxiety about the na¬ 
tion’s direction and continued un¬ 
certainty over the economy ap¬ 
pear to be strengthening 
the Democrats’ positions 
in the battle for control of 
Congress. Though Bush 
still enjoys high approval 
ratings, and nearly 
three-fifths of Ameri¬ 
cans are indicating 
they are in¬ 
clined to re¬ 
elect their par¬ 
ticular mem¬ 
ber of Congress, polls point to¬ 
ward another closely fought elec¬ 
tion between the two national 
parties that finished the 2000 
campaign in a virtual dead heat. 

On November 5, both parties 
have a chance to gain power; vot¬ 
ers will be choosing the occupants 
of all 435 House and 34 of the 
Senate’s 1QQ seats. This will also be 
the first time the national elec¬ 
torate has spoken since the Sep¬ 
tember 11 attacks, and also the 
first since the bitter 2000 presi¬ 
dential race, which ultimately had 
to be decided by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

How worried are the Republi¬ 
cans about losing the House of 
Representatives? Steve Moore of 
the Club for Growth, a conserva¬ 
tive, political action committee 
dominated by wealthy GOP in¬ 
vestors, told USA Today last week 
that, “If the economy doesn’t pick 
up and the stock market doesn’t 
rebound quickly, the Republicans 
are going to lose the House and 
could lose seats in the Senate as 
well.” 

Democratic Party congression¬ 
al leaders are openly speaking 
more confidently about their 
chances in November. After 
months in which they felt they 
could not attack a popular presi¬ 
dent whom the nation had rallied 
around, many Democrats now see 
an opening in growing national 
headlines about sinking stocks 
and Republican CEOs caught 
cooking corporate books. A recent 
Gallup Poll showed 50 percent of 
the country’s registered voters say¬ 
ing they are now more likely to 
vote for Democratic candidates, as 
opposed to 42 percent for Repub¬ 
lican candidates. 

As the final two months of this 
year’s campaign gets under way, 
history would seem to point to the 
Democrats - in years without a 
presidential race, the out-of¬ 
power party has gained House 
seats in every election except one 
since 1934. Also, Democratic 
Party leaders successfully per¬ 
suaded most of their incumbents 
to seek re-election rather than re¬ 
tire, thereby making it easier for 
the party to hold seats that might 
otherwise be at risk. 

There are thought to be eight 
Senate races in particular and as 


many as perhaps 20 House seats 
that will decide which party con¬ 
trols the Congress after the No¬ 
vember election. In the Senate, 
four Democratic incumbents - 
Paul Wellstone (Minnesota), 
Robert Torricelli (New Jersey), 
Tim Johnson (South Dakota), 
and Jean Carnahan (Missouri) 
are said to be in possible political 
trouble. Four Republican incum¬ 
bents - Tim Hutchinson 
(Arkansas), Wayne Allard (Col¬ 
orado), Bob Smith (New Hamp¬ 
shire), and an open Texas seat cur¬ 
rently held by the retiring Phil 
Gramm, are said to be possible 
Democratic gains. 

There is a general feeling 
among political analysts 
that Democrats could 
pick up two Senate 
seats and as many as 
10 House seats in 
November, particu¬ 
larly if the economy 
doesn’t improve dra¬ 
matically within the 
next eight 
weeks. 

While both 
parties are 
preparing for a hard-fought, 
down-to-the-wire battle to No¬ 
vember 5, neither Democratic nor 
Republican campaign leaders are 
willing to make a prediction. “I’m 
feeling good about our prospects, 
but making no predictions,” said 
Representative Nita Lowey (D- 
New York), the Democratic House 
campaign manager. Lowey’s 
counterpart, Representative Tom 
Davis (R-Virginia) said, “We still 
have two months to go and a lot 
of things can change.” 

Politics and people 

While Robert Barnes’s memo¬ 
rial service was under way last 
Monday in City Hall, more than 
one person told me that they spot¬ 
ted county Democratic Chair 
Jane Morrison and longtime po¬ 
litical organizer Doug Comstock 
comparing ballot initiatives in the 
back of the room. Meanwhile, at 
the reception at Stars following 
the service, it was political wheel¬ 
ing and dealing big-time (at least 
three sponsors asked me to sign 
on to ballot initiatives). Politics to 
the end - Robert Barnes would 
have loved it. 

Speaking of the Democratic 
County Central Committee, the 
committee last week endorsed in¬ 
cumbent Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som for re-election in District 2, 
state Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco) aide Fiona Ma in 
District 4, (an “open” seat since 
Supervisor Leland Yee is headed 
to the state Assembly), incumbent 
Supervisor Chris Daly in District 
6, and incumbent Supervisor So¬ 
phie Maxwell in District 10 (she’s 
running unopposed). The DCCC 
endorsed none of the candidates 
in District 8 (also an “open” seat 
since Supervisor Mark Leno is 
headed tp the state Legislature). In 
the District 8 vote, Bevan Dufty, 
clearly the favorite, fell only three 
votes short of the endorsement 
when supporters of Tom 
Radulovich and Eileen Hansen 
joined forces with the “undecid¬ 
ed” committee members to block 
Dufty’s endorsement. 

Don’t look for outgoing Public 
Defender Kimiko Burton to leave 
politics; she is a bright, popular, 
terrific woman and has a real fu¬ 
ture in elective politics. 

And even some of District At¬ 


torney Terence Hallinan’s closest 
friends are privately predicting 
that he’ll hang it up next year de¬ 
spite the D.A. denying any plans to 
retire. With the rumors swirling, 
will it be Jim Hammer or Ka- 
mala Harris as the city’s next dis¬ 
trict attorney? 

Mayor Willie Brown is host¬ 
ing a fundraiser/cocktail party for 
our very own Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley, the Democratic 
nominee for secretary of state on 
Monday, September 23, 5:30-7:30 
p.m. at the Fairmont Hotel (fix 
and info: 415-441-6900). 

True to its word, the New York 
Times on. Sunday initiated its 
“Weddings/Celebrations” feature 
and included a gay couple for the 
first time. Daniel Gross, a Ful- 
bright scholar and a vice president 
of GE Capital, and Steven Gold¬ 
stein, founder of Attention Amer¬ 
ica, a public affairs firm, had a civil 
union ceremony at the Shore 
Acres Inn and Restaurant in 
North Hero, Vermont.

Parker, the star of the HBO hit

Bad and good news for Bill 
Simon: The bad news is that the 
latest poll done by Mark Baldas- 
sare for the respected nonparti¬ 
san Public Policy Institute of Cal¬ 
ifornia, shows incumbent Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis leading Simon by 
11 percentage points among like¬ 
ly California voters, 41 percent to 
30 percent. The good news? Well, 
Simon will not be called to testify 
at a savings and loan trial in 
Washington until three days after 
the November 5 election, a feder¬ 
al judge has ruled. The trial stems 
from a lawsuit filed against the 
government by Simon and other 
investors in the defunct Simon- 
owned Western Federal Savings 8c 
Loan Association of Marina del 
Rey. Simon was on Western Fed¬ 
eral’s board of directors for two 
years, then served for the next two 
years on the board of its parent' 
company, Westfield Holdings. 
Federal regulators seized Western 
Federal in 1993 at a cost to Cali¬ 
fornia taxpayers of $122 million; 
Simon’s family lost its $40-million 
investment in the bankrupt S8cL 
and is now trying to recoup their 
money. Yep, this is the same Bill 
Simon who kicked off his cam¬ 
paign for governor last year, 
billing himself as a “successful 
businessman.”

F inding the gay angle in cur¬ 
rent events is a kind of sport 
for columnists in gay news¬ 
papers. Sometimes it can be very 
difficult. For example, what’s gay- 
related about the president’s (in¬ 
defensible) decision to raise tariffs 
on imported steel? I’m not sure, 
although I’ll bet someone some¬ 
where has found a connection. 

Other times, the event is so im¬ 
mense, so preoccupying, that it 
would be hard not to find a gay 
angle in it. That is the case with 
the horror of September 11,2001, 
and its aftermath. 

Start with the events of last 
September 11 itself. There was 
Mark Bingham, the gay rugby 
player everyone surmises must 


have helped fight the hijackers in 
order to prevent them from crash¬ 
ing the plane into the Capitol 
building or the White House. 

Bingham has become a gay 
hero, with a gym named in his 
honor in San Francisco. No less a 
national figure than Senator John 
McCain (R-Arizona) lionized 
Bingham at a memorial service. 
(Not many gay newspapers have 
noted the uncomfortable fact that 
Bingham was a Republican, which 
of course would have made him a 
self-hating gay hero.) 

There was Father Mychal 
Judge, the gay chaplain of the New 
York City Fire Department who 
was killed while giving last rites to 
a dying comrade in the shadow of 
the burning twin towers. An un¬ 
precedented federal law would be 
named after him (more on that 
below). 

There was the gay co-pilot 
wrested from his seat at the con¬ 
trols of the plane that smashed 
into the Pentagon. There was the 
gay couple taking their adopted 
baby on vacation, only to have 
their plane ride end in the World 
Trade Center’s ruins. And there 


were countless other gay victims 
and survivors of that day whose 
names we don’t know and never 
will. 

Then there was the immediate 
aftermath of September 11, when 
we were trying to make sense of 
what happened. Never missing a 
chance to blame gays for some 
trouble afflicting the nation, 
Jerry Falwell and Pat 
Robertson mused aloud 
about gays’ responsibili¬ 
ty for the attacks. 

Appearing on Robertson’s 
television show, The 700 
Club , Falwell said: “I 
really believe that ... 
the gays and the les¬ 
bians who are active¬ 
ly trying to make that an alterna¬ 
tive lifestyle ... I point the finger 
in their face and say ‘you helped 
this happen.’” Robertson, who 
once warned Orlando it would 
face hurricanes for holding gay 
days at Disney, replied basically, 
“Amen, brother.” 

More remarkable than what 
they said, however, was the reac¬ 
tion to what they said. Falwell and 
Robertson were universally con¬ 


demned, even by conservatives, 
for trying to divide the country 
when unity was needed and, well, 
for being so stupid. 

We made our appearances in 
the successful American campaign 
to rid Afghanistan and the world 
of the Taliban and to destroy the 
terrorist training camps of al 
Qaeda. Remember the 
American aviators who 
scrawled, “High jack 
[sic] this fags!” on a 
bomb soon to be dropped 
on the enemy? The irony 
was that the Taliban, whose 
only debates about 
homosexuality con¬ 
cerned how to exe¬ 
cute homosexuals, 
would’ve appreciated the slur. 

Frank Lindh, a divorced gay 
man, gave the world John Walker 
Lindh, the “American Taliban” 
who betrayed his country. Then 
Mr. Lindh compared his son to 
Nelson Mandela. All we can say to 
the Lindhs is, please go now. 

Then, of course, there were all 
the gays serving their country in 
Afghanistan whose names we can¬ 
not know because “Don’t Ask, 


Don’t Tell” makes their sexual ori¬ 
entation more important than 
their service. One day we will have 
a Greatest Generation book writ¬ 
ten about them. 

In a gay community united in 
support of a just and necessary 
war against a network of mass 
murderers and the theocratic dic¬ 
tatorship shielding them, a few 
isolated gay commentators distin¬ 
guished themselves by their 
mushy-headed disapproval. 
Everything they predicted - from 
mass civilian casualties in 
Afghanistan to the overthrow of 
the government in Pakistan - 
proved wrong. 

War tends to accelerate social 
change. For the first time in Amer¬ 
ican history the federal govern¬ 
ment is making benefits available 
to same-sex partners. Under the 
Mychal Judge Act, passed by a Re¬ 
publican House and signed by a 
Republican president, the gay 
partners of public service officials 
killed on September 11 will get 
survivors’ benefits. The opposi¬ 
tion voiced by anti-gays was seen 
as unseemly. 

But there is also something 
slightly unseemly about the search 
for a gay angle in a national 
tragedy. It exalts the part over the 
whole. 

The attacks and the ensuing 
war have given America a new 
perspective on gays. Whatever dif¬ 
ferences Americans have had 
about gay civil rights pale next to 
the differences we all have with 
the world view represented by the 
terrorists and their apologists.

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San Jose man kills 
partner and himself

an Jose police are investigat¬ 
ing the apparent murder- 
suicide of a gay couple after 
an elderly man killed his partner 
and then killed himself after a 
five-hour stand-off with police on 
Friday, August 30. 

According to the police depart¬ 
ment, Ross Miller killed his part¬ 
ner, Leo Giron, at the home the 
two men shared on the 1200 block 
of S. White Road in East San Jose 
and then turned the gun on him¬ 
self. Both men were in their late 
50s or early 60s. 


San Jose police Sergeant Steve 
Dixon told the Bay Area Reporter 
that investigators are still unsure 
of a motive in the case but believe 
the men’s health problems may 
have prompted the killings. 

“Both of them did have med¬ 
ical problems. One had cancer 
and one had emphysema. As for 
motive, it’s the only thing we have 
had so far,” said Dixon. 

Dixon said Miller called au¬ 
thorities at 1 p.m. to report that he 
had killed his roommate and was 
going to kill himself. Dispatchers 
said they heard several shots fired 
during the call. 

Dixon said that at about 4 p.m. 


officers retrieved Giron’s body 
from the yard of the house, which 
is on a busy street in a midcile class 
suburban area of East San Jose. 
SWAT officers gained entry into 
the house at about 5:50 p.m. and 
found Miller’s body. 

A neighbor told the police the 
two men had lived in the house 
for 25 years. While Dixon said it 
was not known if the two men 
had registered with the state as a 
domestic partnership, they are be¬ 
lieved to have been in a commit¬ 
ted relationship. 

“One of the neighbors came to 
the scene and did say they were reg¬ 
istered as a couple,” said Dixon. ▼

bricants with N-9 for anal inter¬ 
course. The CDC’s advisory has 
been in place f6r two years.

One of the most recent studies 
on N-9, conducted for the Popu¬ 
lation Council of New York, pro¬ 
duced alarming results. Re¬ 
searchers tested two commercially 
available lubricants containing N- 
9: KY Plus and ForPlay Plus, and 
found that hundreds of sheets of 
epithelial cells, which provide a 
protective membrane in the anus, 
were stripped away by products 
containing N-9. 

•: -“Think of-all the skin in your 
mouth and throat being stripped 
away, that’s what N-9 does in your 
rectum,” said San Francisco-based 
sexologist and medical anthropol¬ 
ogist Dr. Clark Taylor. 

Perhaps the most alarming of 
the N-9 studies was conducted by 
the CDC last year. It surveyed 573 
men who have sex with men in 
San Francisco and found that 41 
percent of those who had used N- 
9 during anal sex in the past year 
did so without a condom because 
they thought or hoped it would be 
protective against HIV. Originally, 
N-9 was marketed as protective 
against HIV until subsequent 
studies showed it had the opposite

effect. 

Taylor is working with a coali¬ 
tion of 125 organizations and more 
than 85 scientists to crusade 
against N-9. As a result of the coali¬ 
tion’s lobbying efforts, Oakland- 
based Mayer Laboratories has 
agreed to stop adding N-9 to its 
Aqua Lube products, he said. Tay¬ 
lor added that the Johnson & John¬ 
son Corporation has also recently 
agreed to stop manufacturing KY 
lubricants with N-9. The manufac¬ 
turer of Wet lubricants, Trigg Lab¬ 
oratories, was one of the first man¬ 
ufacturers to stop making N-9 lu¬ 
bricants after the initial studies that 
showed it was dangerous.

Taylor points to a study on 
mice that found that herpes trans¬ 
mits half of the time when a lu¬ 
bricant without N-9 is used but 
100 percent of the time with N-9 
lubricants. Taylor explained that 
herpes in mice transmits in the 
same way as HIV in people and is 
often used in HIV transmission 
studies. N-9 lubricants have also 
been shown to kill lactobacillus or 
“good bacteria” leading to yeast 
infections in the anus and vagina 
of its users, Taylor added. 

Although N-9 has been shown 
to be marginally effective in pre¬ 
venting pregnancy, no studies 
have shown it to be effective as a 
contraceptive when it’s used in lu¬ 
bricants, Taylor said. One study 
found that lubricants in general 
reduce sperms’ mobility but the 
study found no difference in lu¬ 
bricants with or without N-9. 

Why do some manufacturers 
still add N-9 to lubricants despite 
its well-documented dangers? 

“The problem is that it ac¬ 
counts for 40-60 percent of their 
income,” said Taylor. “None of 
them want to be the first to stop 
making it. It makes me very 
angry.” 

Several companies that make 
lube containing N-9 did not re¬ 
spond to e-mails and phone calls 
from the B.A.R. seeking comment. 

Taylor recommends that con¬ 
sumers tell retailers they are un¬ 
happy that they continue to sell 
N-9 products and he suggests 
people contact manufacturers di¬ 
rectly through their Web sites. 

Taylor said consumers should 
ask, “Why are you selling this? 
Don’t you know it kills people?” T

Simon flip-flops on gay rights issues

fter telling a gay Republican 
group he would sign a 
• proclamation in support of 
Gay Pride Day, Bill Simon, the Re¬ 
publican candidate for governor, 
is now reversing course and saying 
he would not support such a dec¬ 
laration if elected. 

In a letter Simon sent to state 
Senator Ray Haynes (R-Riverside) 
September 1, the businessman- 
turned-politician clarified his po¬ 
sition on the matter and stated: “I 
do not support a proclamation for 
Gay Pride Day.” 

He went on to stress he is a 
“strong pro-family candidate” and 
opposes “creating a special class of 
domestic partnership laws that is 
defined by sexual orientation or 
preference.” 

While appearing on the “Mark 
& Marino” show on KRLA-AM 
radio Tuesday, September 3, Simon 
said he never saw the question¬ 
naire, which bore his signature, 
from the Log Cabin Republicans. 


“The questionnaire had not 
been reviewed completely by my¬ 
self, I didn’t see it,” he said. “There 
were certain statements in there 
that I just can’t support.” 

Simon’s reversal led to the Re¬ 
publican Unity Coalition, a gay- 
straight Republican group, to 
withdraw its invitation to have the 
candidate appear at a Los Angeles 
fundraiser tonight (Thursday, 
September 5). Simon had been ex¬ 
pected to appear with Mary Ch¬ 
eney, Vice President Dick Ch¬ 
eney’s out lesbian daughter, to 
help raise $1 million for “Big 
Tent” Republican candidates who 
embrace inclusiveness. 

“It is hugely disappointing to 
us to see Bill Simon bow under the 
pressure of a small fringe group 
who evidently yanked his chain 
hard the first time he reached out 
to us and to all voters in the mid¬ 
dle, where elections are won,” the 
coalition said in a statement. 

When asked by reporters about 
the “Simon says” switcheroo, De¬ 
mocratic Governor Gray Davis 
said, “Mr. Simon doesn’t seem to 


know where he is on most of the 
major issues. I think consistency is 
important.” 

Simon’s letter to Haynes came 
only days after conservative groups 
lambasted Simon for answering a 
Log Cabin Republican question¬ 
naire about gay rights in which he 
stated he would sign a Gay Pride 
decree in June 2003, would not 
overturn current legislation on gay 
adoption, and is “supportive” of 
the idea of domestic partnerships, 
as long as they are not based on 
sexual preferences. 

In the letter, Simon does not 
come out against gay adoptions but 
stated that he believes “the best fam¬ 
ily environment for a child is a 
home with a mother and father.” He 


also declared that he opposes “leg¬ 
islation imposing sexual orientation 
training guidelines for foster par¬ 
ents,” a reference to a state bill that 
Davis is expected to sign into law. 

Yet Simon took a different 
stance in his answer to the Log 
Cabin questionnaire in regard to 
the bill. He responded that “this ap¬ 
pears to be a supportable concept” 
when asked about the legislation. 

On the issue of domestic part¬ 
ner benefits, Simon also declared 
in his letter to Haynes that he does 
not believe the state should re¬ 
quire private companies to require 
such benefits. He wrote that he be¬ 
lieves “in a free market that cor¬ 
porations can make their own de¬ 
cisions on pay, benefits and work¬ 


ing conditions.” 

He added that he strongly op¬ 
posed AB1080, a state bill requiring 
vendors who contract with the state 
to offer domestic partner benefits 
and called the legislation “another 
example of government mandates 
that drive away businesses and cost 
jobs for our citizens.” 

However, when he was asked 
about the bill by the Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans, Simon failed to say he 
opposes the legislation, and only 
stated that he is concerned about 
its financial and legal impacts. 

Simon’s campaign failed to re¬ 
turn repeated calls for comment 
regarding the letter to Haynes. 
Lou Sheldon, the chairman of the 
Traditional Values Coalition who 
was outraged over Simon’s ques¬ 
tionnaire answers, circulated the 
letter to his followers over the 
Labor Day weekend. In a memo, 
Sheldon said he believed that the 
letter “clarifies Bill Simon’s strong 
pro-family position.” 

David Hanson, chairman of 
the California Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans, said his organization is per¬ 
plexed by Simon’s reversal and 
dismayed that the candidate is 
aligning himself with the Christ¬ 
ian right. 

“We are not upset. We are 
probably, you might say, amazed 
that a group which controls 1 per¬ 
cent of the Republican Party can 
dominate what a candidate does,” 
said Hanson. “Obviously, Bill 
Simon is pandering to the wishes 
of the Traditional Values Coalition 
and to the right wing.” 

While Hanson noted Simon

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 


- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible,resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anfi-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ('the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine.

added. “Gay tourism has been 
more consistent. Pride did fine.” 

But even with that, Brian 
Cheu, the new executive director 
of the LGBT Community Center, 
is starting a new gay convention 
and visitors bureau, mainly to lure 
gay tourists to San Francisco. 

Roland Espinosa, manager of 
All American Boy on Castro Street 
that sells souvenir T-shirts, said he 
doesn’t know how many of his 
customers are tourists. “We don’t 
take a survey at the door,” he said. 
“Some, you hope, then you find 
out they’re locals.” Espinosa added 
that his business is “way down” 
from the same time last year. 

The club scene is flagging. 
“Nikita,” who makes his living 
handing out flyers at the corner of 
18th and Castro, said that that 
scene is still trying to recover, with 
the larger, older places hanging 
on, but the smaller, newer clubs 
either faltering - or not opening at 
all. 

“People stopped dressing up,” 
said Nikita, who declined to give 
his full name. 

For some, it appears that the 
attacks made them take stock of 
their lives. 

“It wasn’t like I lost friends, or 
even friends of friends,” said 
Michelle Fitch, a Castro resident. | 


“But it hit me hard emotionally. I 
was in shock for a week or two. It 
made me do a life check, restate 
my priorities, be kinder to neigh¬ 
bors, family, friends. We were 
numb to things. I don’t just go to 
work anymore. I want to make 
sure that what I’m doing kind of 
counts.” 

The attacks made some people 
question what it means to be an 
American. Marian Kerrisk, a man¬ 
ager at Cliff’s Variety, said that 
while their business is down a bit 
and many people are buying the 
same things, next to rainbow flags 
the American flag has become a 
much bigger mover - and still is. 

Concern over liberties 

But what waving the flag 
means has become a central de¬ 
bate in the last year. 

“Our civil liberties are as tenu¬ 
ous as security and peace,” said 
San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno. “We have to be vigilant and 
mindful that our justice Depart¬ 
ment is shortchanging the civil 
rights of whole segments of our 
population. The LGBT communi¬ 
ty has to stand up and speak out - 
because our rights could be next. 

“My office has spent more time 
dealing with hate crime resulting 
from September 11, and tolerance 
is the foundation of democracy,” 
Leno added. 

While in the Castro, many of 
those interviewed said that they

did not disavow all of his answers 
to the questionnaire, nonetheless, 
he said the letter to Haynes “shows 
he has no guts.” 

Gay rights groups railed 
against Jjjmon for his 180-degree 
reversal, calling the candidate’s 
ethics into question. 

“The guy cannot be trusted, 
has no moral center, is a complete 
panderer and is obviously willing 
to sell out principles of justice in 
order to curry favor with ardent 
foes of lesbian and gay equality,” 
said Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights. 

Geoffrey Kors, the interim ex¬ 
ecutive director of the California 
Alliance for Pride and Equality, 
called Simon a “right wing, anti¬ 


gay, bigoted candidate for gover¬ 
nor.” He said the letter is a sign 
that Simon’s campaign is falling 
apart. 

“He is scrambling to appear to 
be more moderate than he really 
is to appeal to California, where a 
majority of residents support 
equality for everyone and support 
civil unions,” said Kors. “However, 
when called on it, lie very quickly 
retreats to his prejudiced views 
and the advice of political opera¬ 
tives, which is what we would see 
if he became governor.” 

Simon even seems to be con¬ 
tradicting his own desire to “re¬ 
store civility and honesty” in pol¬ 
itics by his conflicting statements 
on where he stands for gay rights. 

As he told the Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans, “I will not say one thing 
in one situation and another in a 
different situation just to further 
my chances to get elected.” T 
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felt insulated from the backlash 
against Arab Americans. But that 
wasn’t the case for everyone. 

Sam and Maritsa Wahhabi, the 
Palestinian owners of the Reliance 


Market at 20th and Castro, were 
harassed immediately following 
September 11. Their store was 
egged. They were verbally assault¬ 
ed. “Go back where you came 
from, camel jockey,” they said one 
passerby yelled. And they said that 
they were ignored when they 
would phone the police for help. 
“They’d put him on hold,” said 
Maritsa Wahhabi of her husband’s 
calls to 911. “He was really scared.” 

Espinosa, the store manager, 
said he was awakened on the 
morning of September 11. “I was 
in bed. My partner came in. 
‘You’re not going to believe what’s 
happening,’ he said. I saw the sec¬ 
ond tower come down. But I al¬ 
ready had plans so we continued 
with that. But on Highway 580, on 
the way back home, it was surreal. 
It felt like the world was in slow 
motion. It was so overwhelming.” 

On a recent Sunday in the Cas¬ 
tro, about two-dozen people 
played pick-up basketball - Flight 
93 gay hero Mark Bingham had 
frequently played on Sundays. 
Chuck Martin, one of the orga¬ 
nizers of the games, said he first 
heard of the attack from an ac¬ 
quaintance who had called him 
that morning a year ago. 

“‘Turn on your TV,’ he said. 
And I thought, oh my God, Mark 
[Bingham] was on that plane,” 
Martin recalled. 

As the game continued, anoth¬ 
er player, Mark Prunty, came over 
to where Martin was standing. 
“But you know what really scares 
me,” Prunty said. “It scares the hell 
out of me to think about all those 
people who died and the crazy 
people who killed them.” T

he queer community is invit- 
|j ed to participate in a variety 
of events to remember those 
lost in the September 11 terror at¬ 
tacks on Wednesday. From reli¬ 
gious services to activities geared 
toward families, San Franciscans 
have myriad opportunities to re¬ 
flect and mark the one-year an¬ 
niversary. 

The Castro’s Metropolitan 
Community Church will open its 
sanctuary at 8 a.m. to offer a quiet 
space for meditation, prayer, and 
reflection. The church invites peo¬ 
ple to bring remembrances in 
order to create a memorial in the 
front of the sanctuary. 

At 7 p.m. that evening the 
church will hold an extended 
Taize service to remember partic¬ 
ularly those gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender heroes and their 
stories. 

Across town at Grace Cathe¬ 
dral Episcopal Church atop Nob 
Hill, the church’s Bourdon bell 
will toll between 8:46 a.m. and 
9:03 a.m. to mark the times the 
two planes struck the World Trade 
Center’s twin towers. At 12:10 
p.m. a requiem Eucharist will be 
celebrated in memory of those 


who died in the tragedy and its af¬ 
termath, with prayers for the 
dead, for those injured, for those 
who continue to mourn, and for 
the nation. 

A multi-faith ritual presented 
by Q-Spirit will take place from 
noon to 2 p.m. at the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove in Golden 
Gate Park. Called “The 9-1-1 Re¬ 
membrance Ritual: You Embody 
the Power to Make a Difference!” 
the event will feature dance, 
music, guided process, spoken 
word, and ritual drawn from the 
world’s spiritual traditions. 

The event aims to create an op¬ 
portunity for participants to re¬ 
member and reflect on the lessons 
learned from the September 
tragedies. MCC’s pastor Penny 
Nixon, Sufi Sheik Muiz Brinker- 
hoff, Buddhist practitioner JiSing 
Eng, and Q-Spirit President 
Christian de la Huerta will offici¬ 
ate at the ceremony. 

Later in the evening, Congre¬ 
gation Sha’ar Zahav is hosting an¬ 
other multi-faith service at 7 p.m. 
in its synagogue at 290 Dolores 
Street. The predominantly gay 
and lesbian Jewish congregation 
has invited ministers from nu¬ 
merous faiths to join in the inter¬ 
faith prayer and memorial service. 

A daylong event takes place at 


Justin Herman Plaza on the Em- 
barcadero, organized by a coali¬ 
tion of local peace and social jus¬ 
tice groups. Billed “Our Grief is 
Not a Cry for War,” the day begins 
with a Buddhist peace service at 
5:30 a.m. Later, at 5:30 p.m. an 
evening of music and spoken 
word will include performances 
by Holly Near, Dance Brigade, and 
others. The event is free. 

For parents looking to spend 
the day with their children, the Bay 
Area Discovery Museum is offering 
free admission to the public. The 
museum, known for its hands-on, 
interactive exhibits, will be open 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and is locat¬ 
ed at Fort Baker in Sausalito. 

And as domestic partners who 
lost loved ones in the attacks 
learned last year, the loss of a part¬ 
ner can be compounded by a lack 
in legal rights. To help gay couples 
learn about equal rights for surviv¬ 
ing LGBT partners and their fami¬ 
lies, the Stop AIDS Project is host¬ 
ing a workshop titled “Where 
There’s a Will There’s a Way” at 7 
p.m. in the community room at the 
LGBT Community Center, 1800 
Market Street. Ron Fouts, director 
of the company Prepaid Legal Ser¬ 
vices, will present examples of legal 
documents and answer questions 
from gay couples. ▼

liberties, and an atmosphere that 
discourages if not downright pro¬ 
hibits inquiries and criticism 
around this country’s policies are 
threats to the very freedoms that a 
true American would want to cel¬ 
ebrate. 

“It’s scary to me what is sort of 
acceptable these days,” said Debra 
Walker, a longtime peace and 
queer activist who is president of 
San Francisco’s Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club. “It feels 
like the scenario has been set up 
where we cannot speak against 
war without being criticized and 
without being called ‘anti- Amer¬ 
ican.’ And it’s really disturbing to 
realize we’re almost in a situation 
where the president thinks with 
almost no world support he can 
go in and attack somebody.” 

Walker, like many activists, is 
particularly concerned about the 
detainment of up to 1,000 people 
rounded up based upon their cul¬ 
tural backgrounds, and not hard 
evidence of any crimes they’ve 
committed. 

“People are locked away for 
months without being charged or 
told why they’re being pulled in, 
simply because they’re Middle 
Eastern,” said Walker. “I think that 
a lot of people do shudder at this 
but they’re afraid to say anything.”

“September 11 was a tremen¬ 
dous tragedy for the people of this 
country but for the government it 
became an excuse to attack the 
few civil liberties that are left to 
people who oppose U.S. govern¬ 
ment policies,” said Greenspan. 
“The government has basically 
kidnapped 1,000 people. And any 
activist with ‘anti-American’ views 
is in danger of being a ‘terrorist’ 
and locked in prison.” 

The haphazard application of 
the “terrorist” label, according to 
Greenspan and others who lived 
through similar tactics during the 
Vietnam War protests, means that 
the fundamental right to dissent 
and protest is in jeopardy, which 
has huge implications for all 
movements, including the LGBT 
struggle for civil rights. 

“As members of the LGBT 
community we can’t allow our¬ 
selves to be blinded by phony pa¬ 
triotism,” said Greenspan. “We 
must oppose all attacks on peo¬ 
ple’s rights both here and around 
the world.” 

Objections to post-September 
11 policies are not limited, as 
many would like to believe, to a 
handful of outspoken anti-war ac¬ 
tivists in San Francisco. Locally, 
the progressive San Francisco 
Print Collective, for instance, 
launched a graphic arts campaign 
that focused entirely on issues of 
freedom of speech. The collec¬ 
tive’s “Dissent is Not Un-Ameri¬ 
can” posters were displayed by 
North Beach’s City Lights Book¬ 
store and featured images of peo¬ 
ple with their mouths sealed shut 
by the American flag. Other 
posters, such as those created by 
San Francisco-based Global Ex¬ 
change, fought racism by pro¬ 


claiming, “San Francisco is a Hate- 
Free Zone”; those posters were 
distributed to businesses and 
homes that wished to welcome 
people of all ethnicities, religions, 
and sexualities during an increas¬ 
ingly discriminatory time. Na¬ 
tionally, the Washington, D.C.- 
based gay Muslim group Al-Fati- 
ha has kept its members in the 
spotlight to fight anti-Islam senti¬ 
ment both within and outside of 
the queer communities. And An¬ 
thony Romero, the openly gay ex¬ 
ecutive director of the New York- 
based American Civil Liberties 
Union, has launched a lawsuit 
against the U.S. government for its 
failure to release information 
about its post-September 11 de¬ 
tainees. 

Still, the protests lack a nation¬ 
al force, lamented Walker, who 
hopes that as alleged American 
atrocities are revealed more peo¬ 
ple will feel free to speak their 
minds. As the ACLU’s Romero, a 
self-described patriot, told the 
New York Times several months 
ago, “What we do and how well we 
do will very well change American 
history ... I feel we’ll be on the 
right side of history even if people 
don’t agree with us right now.” ▼

In 1988 he returned to Washington, 
where he continued to be active in pro¬ 
moting photography. 

The cause of death was a series of 
multiple infections, which he resisted 
valiantly. Some years ago he had under¬ 
gone a kidney and liver transplant, 
which was significant in the annals of 
medical history. He willed his body to 
Howard University Hospital.

or gay Bay Areans, no Pride 
jpi event would be complete 
without a rousing appear¬ 
ance by our own cheerleading 
squad, Cheer SF. 

Eighteen cheerleaders will be 
traveling to Sydney with the Les¬ 
bian and Gay Bands of America. 
They’ll be heading to Melbourne 
for the Melbourne International 
Festival and then on to Sydney by 
November 1 in time for the Open¬ 
ing Ceremonies at Gay Games VI 
the following day. 

The team has participated in 
all five previous Games, and most 
recently as the U.S. contin¬ 
gent selected to perform at 
the Chinese New Year’s 
Parade in Singapore in 
February. 

“We have brought the 
unique spirit of San Fran¬ 
cisco to audiences around 
the world in our 22-year 
history,” said squad 
rep Steven J. Burke, 
who cheered at Sacra¬ 
mento State.

Burke wasn’t out 20 
years ago when he cheered in col¬ 
lege, “but nevertheless I had a 
wonderful time and greatly en¬ 
joyed promoting spirit and sup¬ 
port for the teams.” 

Part of their outreach includes 
attending college cheer camps 
every summer. “For three years 
running we have been awarded by 
the college teams as the team at 
camp they would most like to be a 
part of besides their own,” said 
Burke. “They call the award the 
Leadership Award and it’s the last 
award given at camp. We are there 
to learn like everyone else but 
don’t make it a secret if asked that 
we are a gay-identified team.” 

This year they spent four days 
at a camp at the University of 
Southern California in Los Ange¬ 
les with over a dozen university 
and community college teams. 

Has the light-hearted cheer¬ 
leading film Bring It On, and its 
gay-positive message, helped their 
athletic world? 

“Many of our members are 
Bring It On junkies and can recite 
most of the movie,” said Burke. 
“I’d have to say that the movie 
contributed to the popularity of 
cheerleading overall and particu¬ 
larly among gay-identified cheer 
teams.” 

Cheer SF has become an orga¬ 
nizing model for groups like 
Cheer L.A., Cheer Seattle, the Col¬ 
orado Spirit, the LGBT Cheer¬ 
leading Society in Vancouver, the 
New York Spirit Project, Cheer 
San Diego, and Cheer Sacramen¬ 


to. “It’s very exciting for Cheer SF 
to be the model for these teams -as 
they have looked to us for men¬ 
torship and support,” said Burke. 
“So many things like gay athletics, 
gay bands, and choruses began 
here, and now the same can be 
said of gay-identified cheerleading 
teams.” 

Cheer SF broke into perform¬ 
ing at mainstream athletic events 
in the past two years, having per¬ 
formed at the University of San 
Francisco (women’s basketball), 
St. Mary’s College in Moraga 
(men’s and women’s basketball 
games), the University of Santa 
Clara (women’s basketball), the 
University of California, Santa 
Cruz (women’s basketball), and 
the Golden State Warriors. 

Cheer SF practices on Tuesday 
nights from 7 to 9:30 p.m. at Head 
Over Heels Gym in Emeryville, 
1250 45th Street. The team also 
holds an optional practice on 
Sundays from 1-4 p.m. at the SF 
Bay Club.

With that, acting elections de¬ 
partment director John Arntz 
ruled Dufty’s designation stands 
as neighborhood services manag¬ 
er and signed off on the ballot, 
which went to the printers Tues¬ 
day, September 3. 

“If Rabbi Harowitz says that is 
his title, then our acting director 
of the department has said that is 
the end if it,” said Francee Cov¬ 
ington, media liaison for the elec¬ 
tions department.

Here we go again: The state As¬ 
sembly narrowly passed a bill last 
week to bring back California’s 
traditional June primary for state 
and congressional elections, but 
the state’s new March primary for 
presidential elections every four 
years will stay. The bill passed 41- 
13, by a single vote (neither San 
Francisco Assembly member 
voted) and the bill would trigger 
three trips to the ballot box for 
Californians in March, June, and 
November during presidential 
campaign years. 

In Connecticut, state police of¬ 
ficials appointed Sergeant Nancy 
Vitone to serve as a liaison to the 
department’s gay troopers in re¬ 
sponse to allegations of workplace 
harassment.

look for candidates who are hon¬ 
est and who are accountable.

equate care for gender identity 
disorder and depression in viola¬ 
tion of the Eighth Amendment 
prohibition against cruel and un¬ 
usual punishment. Judge Mark 
Wolf of Federal District Court 
ruled that Kosilek, who is serving ' 
a life sentence for murdering her 
wife in 1990, did need medical 
care and ordered an evaluation. 

Finally, in the California As¬ 
sembly recently, during a debate 
on whether the state should add 
protections for gay and lesbian 
foster children, Assemblyman 
Dennis Mountjoy (R-Monrovia) 
angered Democrats when he said, 
“It’s not okay to be gay.”

10 reasons to return 
to the multiplex

I f you thought this rotten summer — filmwise, at least — 
would never end, here’s a glimpse of 10 queer treats headed 
to a multiplex near you this fall. All release dates are tenta¬ 
tive and subject to change. 

1. The Rules of Attraction Helmed by Quentin Taran¬ 
tino buddy Roger Avary, and with an insanely gorgeous cast (at 
least half of whom are graduates of The Royal Academy at the 
WB), this is either the best or worst of the crop of queer fall film 
fantasy. Ex-Brat Packer Bret Easton Ellis wrote the novel at Ben¬ 
nington; the movie is set at a posh if fictitious New England col¬ 
lege, but it was shot in LA.

Fall offerings from 
Theatre Rhino and more

A s the passing of Labor Day resets our cultural clocks, it’s time to look at 
what the upcoming theater season has to offer. Other promising 
prospects are noted later in this column, following a profile of a new mu¬ 
sical revue rooted in hair that opens Theatre Rhino’s season this week. 
Hairstory is that musical, and it emerged from scores of interviews that 
creators Doug Holsclaw and Johari Jabir conducted with different sorts of folks 
about their hair. Everybody, it seems, has a story to tell. 

“When people ask me what I’m working on, and I say a show about hair, 
they immediately start telling me all these hair stories,” said Jabir, the com¬ 
poser, director, and co-author (with Holsclaw) of Hairstory. “We could do three 
or four shows with all the material we got.” 

But choices had to be made, and Johari and Holsclaw took a multicultural 
approach that produced a five-member cast that’s black, Asian, and biraciai. 
“We had a Jewish guy,” Jabir said, “but he quit.” 

Cast members were also interviewed about their hair, and some of their 
stories were woven into a tale set at Moxie’s, a hair salon where patrons have 
come to reflect on its late owner. “Moxie is clearly a gay character,” Jabir said, 
“but the hair thing in not specifically a gay thing for them. As they reminisce 
about Moxie, they also tell stories about the role hair played in their coming 
into themselves. For some people, what you find out about your hair as a child 
can really do some stuff to you.” 

Jabir didn’t have many hair issues growing up in a strict Baptist-Pentecostal 
household in St. Louis. “I grew up very conservatively so I didn’t do a lot to my 
hair,” said Jabir, who now has dreadlocks. “It’s interesting how politically

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Freak show supreme 

' Let's Talk about Me' at Rhino Studio

WiL ^ at Liberace, Doris 

i|f»' Fish, and Jennifer 

W W Blowdryer have in com¬ 
mon, besides being the subjects of 
Let's Talk about Me? Well, despite 
the difference in their ages and 
origins — Wisconsin for Liberace, 
Australia for Doris Fish, and the 
East Bay for Jennifer Blowdryer — 
all three were seen as freaks in 
their native habitats, and all three 
found ways to turn this putative 
freakishness into show-business 
careers of varying dimensions. 
That turns out to be enough to let 
these three stories fit together in a 
good-natured, modestly budgeted 
production tucked into the Studio 
at Theatre Rhino. 

Liberace, the sole genuine freak 
in this trio, takes the opening posi¬ 
tion. This is the Liberace as seen 
through the eyes of live-in com¬ 
panion Scott Thorsen, who sued 
for palimony when the relation¬ 
ship soured, and who then chron¬ 
icled the affair in a book, Behind 
the Candelabra - My Life with Lib¬ 
erace. That’s also the title of the 30- 
minute unauthorized adaptation 
by Blowdryer, which has some of 
its fun with the aspiring ghost¬ 
written prose that surely never 
passed through Thorsen’s lips. 

It’s easy to have sport with Lib¬ 
erace, but Thorsen’s tale really 
does lend itself to Blowdryer’s 
comic-book-Dracula take on the 
material. Phillip R. Ford plays Lib¬ 
erace like an overstuffed automa¬ 
ton whose face is frozen into a 
sickly smile. The spindly Nathan 
Tucker is cast against type as the 
strapping Thorsen, whose acqui¬ 
escence to plastic surgery designed 
to make him look like Liberace 
provides a genuinely creepy cen¬ 
terpiece of this happy little satire. 

For Ford, his performance as 
Liberace marks a return to the 
stage after an eight-year hiatus. 
Known for his work with the late 
Doris Fish, including The Bad 
Seed on stage and Vegas in Space 
on screen, Ford has crafted Simply 
Stunning - The Doris Fish Story. It 
serves both to introduce this 
smart and strong performer to 
newcomers, and to rekindle mem¬ 
ories of those who were around

before 1991. 

The fact that the solo piece 
succeeds in both regards owes 
considerably to Arturo Galster’s 
performance as Doris Fish. From 
singing woozy medleys to strut¬ 
ting out Fish’s choice epigrams, 
Galster makes converts of all. Al¬ 
though Ford’s use of Shirley 
Bassey’s “This Is My Life,” a drag- 
queen anthem, seems obvious at 
first, there is a novel payoff in the 
finale. The real Doris is also on 
hand, hilariously, in a video trea¬ 
sure taken from an appearance on 
something called Pittsburgh 2Day. 

In the final slot, after an inter¬ 
mission, Blowdryer narrates her 
play based on her novel based on 
her life. The name of the play and 
novel is White Trash Debutante, 
and it carries an appealingly 
blowsy nature and casualness ap¬ 
propriate to the material. A cast 
of five plays out with broad au¬ 
thenticity the local punk-rock- 
for-beginners scene in the 1970s. 
In this world, Blowdryer, an un¬ 
popular girl from across the Bay, 
finds acceptance, validation and 
drugs. 

What’s particularly good about 
Blowdryer’s reportage of those 
days is how the excitement of 
these defining moments is con¬ 
veyed even as she lets us in on a 
comically ironic view of those 
events today. Blowdryer — the 


name seems to fit — has the frank 
nonchalance and delivery of a 
Roseanne. This amiably realized I- 
don’t-give-a-shit attitude makes 
the dungeon-like Rhino Studio 
feel almost homey, at least when 
“home” turns out to have the op¬ 
posite polarity of yourself. It’s an¬ 
other theme shared by all three 
pieces. Y

JH young, hugely talented ver- 

M sion of the Cockettes has 
sprung up in San Francisco 
lately, but with a whole new crew

“She was so funny at the party,” 
says Day of Trixxie.

‘You have to be in the show!’ I’d 
never seen her perform before the 
night she got up and sang ‘Crack 
Whore.’ I was totally glad I trust¬ 
ed her.” 

The buxom, boisterous Carr, 
who has just about everything 
Marilyn Monroe had going for 
her, instantly fell in love with Day 
and the whole Crimson Club con¬ 
cept. Going to the Stud that night 
proved a turning point in her ca¬ 
reer. 

“My friend convinced me to go 
to this gay bar that night,” says 
Carr, “that I didn’t want to go to 
because I wasn’t going to get laid, 
and I was like, ‘Oh God, okay, 
whatever.

Look before you leap 

Preview of fall Bay Area dance events

jS t’s a new world, and as some of 
jg us huddle on our Left Coast 
awaiting the dreadful Ameri¬ 
can blockbuster beginning filming 
any day somewhere in the Middle 
East, the only thing left to do, as 
the song used to go, is “keep on 
dancing.” Here is a particularly 
tasty selection of dance perfor¬ 
mances to give you some ideas. As 
befits our small but culture- 
jammed city, the offerings run the 
gamut. You can choose to be 
numbed by beauty, immersed in 
the music and dance of very non- 
red, white 8c blue cultures, or 
throw yourself in with the angry 
locals who will no doubt be help¬ 
ing us process what we don’t quite 
understand yet, through their in¬ 
stincts and the body. 

The one and only Bolshoi Bal¬ 
let Company is passing through 
town, Nov. 6-10, with their 150- 
member touring company and 
none other than Swan Lake. This 
is probably the hot ticket of the 
season, but it’s too bad they could¬ 
n’t lend the Russians the Opera 
House. Zellerbach Hall in Berke¬ 
ley is probably going to look as 
over-stuffed with scenery and 
dancers as a recital by the Sym¬ 
phony Chorus onstage at the 
SFLGBT Center. I like to imagine 
all the pale and skinny Russian 
dancers smoking their cigarettes 
all over the streets of Berkeley. 

The Chinese are also coming to 


town with an extravaganza. The 
60-member Gansu Dunhuang Art 
Academy will present The Heav¬ 
enly Horse, an epic dance drama 
based on a Han Dynasty story 
about a perilous journey over the 
Silk Road in the Far West of 
China. This company, called “the 
gem of China, the pride of the na¬ 
tion” by Chinese President Jiang 
Zemin, is from the Northwestern 
province of Gansu, where the 
Gobi desert lies, Buddhist culture 
has been preserved, and through 
which the “Silk Road” passed, a 
2,000-year-old trading route be¬ 
tween Persia and the East. The 
troupe makes its American debut 
Sept. 21-22 at the Flint Center in 
Cupertino, and Sept. 24 at the 
Calvin Simmons Theatre in Oak¬ 
land. 

Primal dream 

A chance to get primal will be 
offered by Ballet Preljocaj, a con¬ 
temporary dance group from Aix- 
en-Provence, France. Anjelin 
Preljocaj produces work known 
for its edge and depth. This will be 
an opportunity for audiences to 
connect with pagan ritual in the 
famous Rite of Spring. Another 
piece, Helikopter, is a physical de- 
construction of Karlheinz Stock¬ 
hausen’s 1995 quartet of the same 
name. Preljocaj comes to Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts Oct. 3-5. 

Bay Area Now 3 is a festival of 
contemporary art from the Bay 
Area, offering a slew of interesting 
local work at the Yerba Buena 


Center that includes dance, fre¬ 
quently in mutidisciplinary 
works. Onion, a new work by 
Shinichi Koga and dance/theater 
company inkBoat, will be present¬ 
ed as part of the festival, as well as 
a new multimedia work by “The 
Foundry” that fuses dance, theater 
and video. Bay Area Now Live!, a 
series of free Thursday-night 
events designed to offer a cross- 
section of music, dance, literature, 
performance art, film and other 
areas, will include an evening with 
the Mission’s own partygirls, the 
go-go dancing Devilettes. The Fes¬ 
tival runs from late October until 
January. Exact dates have yet to be 
announced. 

ODC Theater is the best place 
in town to see dance up really, re¬ 
ally close. Over the years, this stu¬ 
dio/theater has produced local 
events that range from the pro¬ 
found to the embarrassing. That’s 
exactly what a true arts communi¬ 
ty needs, and San Francisco is 
lucky to have the plucky and per¬ 
sistent Brenda Way and KT Nel¬ 
son, et al, who have built their 
own dance company, taught kids, 
and nurtured the up-and-coming 
for years. The Quilt Project, Oct. 
31-Nov. 10, performed to live 
music by a 10-piece orchestra, will 
be a dance and storytelling perfor¬ 
mance exploring the historical and 
spiritual journey of African-Amer¬ 
icans from slave mentality to sal¬ 
vation and equality. Bay Area 
choreographers Laura Elaine Ellis, 
Aisha Jenkins, Robert Moses and

San Francisco Opera season 2002-03 


berkeley rep's lesbian/gay/ 


by Stephanie von Buchau 


ou are going to hear a lot 
about modernists vs. 
troglodytes during the San 
Francisco Opera season that opens 
Saturday night, Sept. 7, with Pucci¬ 
ni’s Turandot. Don’t believe a word 
of it. It’s a false, divisive equation 
that pits a supposedly old-fash¬ 
ioned, provincial audience of 
naive San Franciscans against a so¬ 
phisticated, innovative European 
opera style epitomized by SFO’s 
new director, Pamela Rosenberg. 

Every serious opera lover I 
know has a different agenda. There 
are voice queens; there are drama 
addicts; there are lovers of baroque, 
serial or classical scores; there are 
the patrons who listen with their 
eyes closed, and the ones who lis¬ 
ten with their eyes only. 

A problem arises when one of 
these types assumes that their way 
is the highway and everybody 
else’s agenda is wrong. 

I don’t think Rosenberg is like 
that. From talking to her, I believe 
she is more of an eclectic type, 
though I’m not sure her eclecti¬ 
cism includes bel canto. Whatev¬ 
er. All those operatic types I listed 
above, including the voice queen, 
describe me to a tee. I don’t get off 
on only one type of music or 
singer or production. 

Opera is necessary to me be¬ 
cause the idea of someone singing 
about love and death is more ap¬ 
pealing than having them talk 
about it. My only caveat (and you 
needn’t agree) is that it should be 
about love and death. Laundry 
lists, political harangues and social 
problems are better dealt with in 
speech. As Mr. Balanchine so 
wisely put it, “There are no moth- 
ers-in-law in ballet.” 

Because I am so eclectic, I rec¬ 
ognize that my choices of compact 
disc opera sets often do not in¬ 
clude the usual suspects. You can 
read about them elsewhere. Here 
you may discover something new, 
fresh, revelatory or just plain odd. 

Turandot (Puccini) The best 
recording in terms of sound, con-

Music-making for all 

Old First Concerts: intimate, inexpensive

Id First Concerts, San Fran- 
f cisco’s oldest concert pre- 
' 1 w senter, commences its sea¬ 
son of chamber, jazz, vocal/choral, 
and multicultural music on Sep¬ 
tember 13. Held in Old First 
Church’s relatively intimate 400- 
seat, acoustically superb sanctu¬ 
ary, programs are frequently ad¬ 
venturous, offering music rarely 
heard in other venues. Equally un¬ 
usual are the low ticket prices, a 
reasonable $12 ($9 for students 
and seniors). 

Eighty-five percent of OFC’s 
presenting artists are local, with a 
focus on undiscovered performers 
and others undeservedly underex¬ 
posed. Quality is unfailingly high, 
with concert proposals reviewed 
by an artist advisory committee 
that includes such top Bay Area 
musicians as Robin Sutherland, 
Geraldine Walther, Margaret Tate, 
Joan Nagano, Emile Miland, Peter 
Gruenberg (Michael Tilson 
Thomas’ right-hand man), Julie 
Jacobasi, and Donna Bruno. 

Outgoing OFC Director 
Michael Tekulsy first learned 
about OFC from the BAR listings. 
One thing that drew him to the or¬ 
ganization is that Old First Church 
was one of the first Presbyterian 
churches in the country to support 
equal standards for gay and lesbian 
ministry and ordination. Tradi¬ 
tionally gay-friendly, Old First 
Concerts commissioned gay com¬ 
poser Ned Rorem to write a piece 
to benefit the Stop AIDS Project in 
1994. They also regularly donate 
tickets to the Shanti Project. 

The season opens September 
13 with the OFC debut of prize¬ 
winning guitarist Brandon Yip. 
Offering a synthesis of ethnic and 
classical music known as Ethno- 
Classic Music, the program in¬ 
cludes music from Japan, the 
Balkans, Turkey, Brazil, Russia, 
Spain, and Cuba. 

Equally special is the Novem¬ 
ber 17 concert by pianist Gwen¬ 
dolyn Mok. A Ravel expert who, 
thanks to a grant from the French 
Ministry of Culture, studied 
Ravel’s complete works with the 
composer’s last surviving pupil, 
98-year-old Vlado Perlemuter, 
Mok will use the afternoon to 
launch Ravel Revealed (MSR), her 
new 2-CD of Ravel’s Complete 
Piano Works. The music was

recorded on an 1875 Erard Grand, 
the same model as the composer’s. 

This fall also features four spe¬ 
cial Osher Meet the Artists events. 
Featuring onstage interviews with 
performers, the Osher events 
begin Sunday afternoon, October 
6, with Citywinds, OFC’s resident 
wind ensemble. Offering an op¬ 
tional pre-concert activity for fam¬ 
ilies with small children, City- 
winds’ unusual program includes 
Barber’s “Summer Music,” Ligeti’s 
“Six Bagatelles,” David Sampson’s 
“In Memoriam: W.E.S,” Hin¬ 
demith’s Sonata for French Horn, 
and Matt Ingalls’ “CrusT,” for clar¬ 
inet and computer-generated tape. 

Friday, October 11, brings an 
Osher recital by superb pianist 
Sarah Cahill. A Bay Area treasure, 
Cahill hosts a Sunday evening 
music program on KALW-FM, 
and frequently conducts onstage 
interviews with New Music com¬ 
posers and performers. Tonight, 
however, she becomes the inter¬ 
viewee. Her program, for children 
as well as adults, includes a pre¬ 
miere of The Brothers Grimm by 
young New York composer 
Harold Meltzer, combining virtu- 
osic pianism with spoken excerpts 
from Grimm’s Fairy Tales; Ruth 
Crawford Seeger’s “The Adven¬ 
tures of Tom Thumb” (1925), for 
pianist and narrator; excerpts 
from Mamoru Fujieda’s Patterns 
of Plants; and unpublished works 
by gay composers Lou Harrison 
and Henry Cowell. 

Ear play 

October 12 is the date for San 
Diego’s unique Second Avenue 
Klezmer. Composed of classically 
trained musicians, the ensemble 
weaves Spanish influences into 
traditional Klezmer, adding

strains of Artie Shaw and the An¬ 
drews Sisters. 

The final Osher artist, jazz 
composer/musician Michael 
Smolens, presents his cutting-edge 
ear Play Jazz quartet. The quartet 
owes its kaleidoscopic sound to its 
myriad instruments, including 
seven different horns; its eclectic 
repertoire, quintessentially Bay 
Area in its multicultural and in¬ 
terdisciplinary aspects; and the 
different styles it embraces.

“I’m able to go quite far out,” 
explains Smolens, “because I’m 
purposely not trying to create an 
‘identity sound.’” One of Smolens’ 
pieces calls for West African bala- 
fon, predecessor to the marimba; 
vibes; soprano sax; and a combi¬ 
nation of percussion and drum 
set. Another uses North Indian 
tabla, percussion, horns, electron¬ 
ics and voice. 

The season ends on December 
24, as Golden Bough presents a 
lively Celtic Christmas Eve Cele¬ 
bration. T

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The long honeymoon continues 

MTT begins his eighth year with San Francisco Symphony at Davies Hall

' ingle ticket sales for the San 

% Francisco Symphony’s 91st 
season have been available 
since last week. For music-lovers 
on a budget, this will come as a 
friendly reminder to get a move 
on. Programs of special interest 
and just about anything featuring 
Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas will sell out rapidly. 

It seems like only yesterday 
since MTT first set Davies Hall 
patrons on their ears with his 
unique blend of suave musician- 
ship and infectious enthusiasm, 
but he is actually entering his 
eighth year here. This has to be the 
longest honeymoon in history, 
but there is still palpable electrici¬ 
ty whenever he appears. He will be 
on the podium for 20 weeks dur¬ 
ing the 2002-03 season. 

Of course, there is much else to 
attract devotees past the Henry 
Moore sculptures and up to the 
box office on Grove St. Of the 
close to 90 featured works on sub¬ 
scription series concerts, 23 are 
new to SFS audiences; an incredi¬ 
ble 45 are 20th-century pieces; 12 
are by American composers; and 
10 are works by living writers. 

Tilson Thomas will lead two 
world premieres: John Adams’ My 
Father Knew Charles Ives, the first 
submission in a 10-year project 
with the country’s most successful 
and endlessly fascinating compos¬ 
er; and MTT’s own Urban Legend, 
a concerto for contrabassoon fea¬ 
turing Steven Braunstein. 

Of other MTT major events, 
one is a free outdoor concert in 
Yerba Buena Gardens commemo¬ 
rating Sept. 11. On that soon-ap¬ 
proaching Wednesday, the orches¬ 
tra will feature firebrand violinist 
Joshua Bell and the SFS strings in

Samuel Barber’s elegiac Adagio; 
and the Reverend Cecil Williams 
narrating Copland’s stirring A 
Lincoln Portrait. I am proud of the 
Symphony’s response in provid¬ 
ing a contemplative memorial on 
the anniversary of that world¬ 
changing day. The concert is at 6 
p.m., with open seating. 

Mahler mania 

The groundbreaking Mahler 
project continues with the Sym¬ 
phony No. 3, on Sept. 25-28. This 
live concert recording series has 
already seen the release of a sear¬ 
ing Sixth, and the First will appear 
in stores Sept. 17. MTT and 
Mahler make an impressive com¬ 
bination. The monumental Third 
will feature mezzo-soprano 
Michelle DeYoung, the Women of 
the SFS Chorus, the Pacific Boy- 
choir, and the San Francisco Girls 
Chorus. This concert may well 
have limited seating even at this 


writing. If you can get to the Sym¬ 
phony online, I would suggest vis¬ 
iting sfsymphony.org ASAP. 

The Mahler Symphony No. 9 
with soprano Barbara Bonney is 
recording live later in the season, 
Apr. 23-27. On that same bill, 
Bonney will sing songs by Richard 
Strauss. 

Another composer with whom 
MTT shows a special affinity is 
Shostakovich, and now, rather late 
in his career, he appears unafraid 
to continue exploring the tortured 
Soviet’s vast symphonic reper¬ 
toire. Perhaps he is far enough 
away from his beloved mentor 
Leonard Bernstein’s association 
with the composer to make his 
own mark. The sardonic and rich¬ 
ly amusing Symphony No. 15 will 
be heard in 2003, with Rachmani¬ 
noff’s perennial favorite, the 
Piano Concerto No. 2, Jan. 15-18. 

Lang Lang will be the featured 
soloist on that occasion, and an¬ 
other favorite pianist is returning 
in the coming season: Alicia de 
Larrocha, who used to make fre¬ 
quent appearances at Davies. After 
too long an absence, she will be 
back with her signature, Nights in 
the Gardens of Spain by de Falla, 
and the Haydn Piano Concerto in 
D Major, Nov. 6-9. Conductor 
Osmo Vanska, in his SFS debut, 
joins the endearing and talented 
keyboardist. 

Former Music Director of the 
New York Philharmonic Kurt 
Masur will lead performances of 
Benjamin Britten’s overpowering 
War Requiem Oct. 24-27. Soprano 
Christine Brewer and tenor Jerry 
Hadley will take the taxing solos 
before Vance George’s wonderful 
SFS Chorus, the Pacific Boychoir 
and the SF Girls Chorus. This is 
not a program for the uninitiated, 
but anyone familiar with Britten’s 
sensibility will probably agree that 
the Requiem is his masterpiece. A 
good performance can be pro¬ 
foundly moving. 

SFS Conductor Laureate Her¬ 
bert Blomstedt will make his an¬ 
nual return for two weeks of sub¬ 
scription concerts in April. Com¬ 
posers Brahms, Mendelssohn and, 
most especially, Bruckner are 
among his strong suits. Pianist 
Emanuel Ax will appear with Papa 
Blomstedt. 

MTT has a love for American 
composers and maverick writers 
of all nationalities. At last, he is 
conducting a major work by Lou 
Harrison, the great purveyor of 
Pacific Rim modernism. Parade is 
programmed with Aaron Cop¬ 
land’s remarkable Symphony for 
Organ and Orchestra and 
Beethoven’s Eroica Sept. 18-21. If 
you are encountering MTT for the 
first time and cannot get tickets 
for the Mahler concerts, this 
might be the program to hear. 
Harrison’s gamelan-tinged or¬ 
chestrations and Copland’s lemo¬ 
ny sonorities should contrast well 
with Beethoven’s seminal Third. 

Weimar in public 

As the season draws to a close 
in June, MTT has come up with 
yet another smashing idea for a 
festival. Wagner, Weill and the 
Weimar Republic is the intriguing 
conceit and, sure enough, Weill 
and Wagner (talk about strange 
bedfellows) are the major com¬ 
posers on display. A concert per¬ 
formance of Wagner’s The Flying 
Dutchman will star Mark Delavan 
and the thrilling Jane Eaglen as 
Senta. The Chorus will have plen¬ 
ty of opportunities to shine in a 
score that is remarkably depen¬ 



dent on them, for Wagner anyway. 

In another program, glam¬ 
orous chanteuse Ute Lemper will 
appear in the cynical The Seven 
Deadly Sins by Kurt Weill. Other 
works to be announced will round 
out the evening. This kind of off¬ 
beat and gratifying repertoire 
keeps MTT fresh and exciting as 
he approaches the decade mark. 

The season began with the 
opening gala Sept. 4, something of 
a salute to the virtuoso violin. Gil 
Shaham guests this week with our 
own First Chair, Principal Violin¬ 
ist Alexander Barantschik, who 
performs on the fabulous 
Guarnerius violin once owned by 
Heifetz, on loan from the Fine 
Arts Museums of SF. 

From September to June, 
there’s much to explore and many 
old favorites to savor. Visit the 
Symphony’s user-friendly website 
to view the season or purchase 
tickets online.

Saturday following each 
opening night. 


Tennessee, 
anyone? 

A varied lot of Ten¬ 
nessee Williams plays is 
due during the coming 
season, from the famous 
to the largely un¬ 
known. In the for¬ 
mer category, there 
is Suddenly Last 
Summer, opening at Berkeley Rep 
in January, and Orpheus Descend¬ 
ing, starring Mary McDonnell at 
San Jose Rep (408-367-7255) in 
May. 

In the latter category, Marin 
Theatre Company (388-5200) is 
presenting the first professional 
production of The Fugitive Kind 
in January. The play, an entirely 
different work from the movie of 
the same name, was written when 
the 26-year-old Williams was still 


in college. 

There will be more seldom- 
seen Williams when Eastenders 
(510-434-0734) opens 
its Eight X Tenn festival 
at the Eureka Theatre 
on Sept. 27. Eight one- 
act plays by Williams 
will be presented 
chronologically in rotat¬ 
ing repertory through 
Oct. 20. The Gnadiges 
Fraulein and The 
Traveling Compan¬ 
ion are among the 
rarely performed 
works on the bill. 


Tuning up 

In addition to staging obscure 
Tennessee Williams plays, Marin 
Theatre Co. is also partial to sel¬ 
dom-seen musicals. This year’s 
choice, opening in November, is 
Wonderful Town, the Roz Russell 
vehicle that took home the 1953 
Tony Award. 

Of course, the headquarters 
for seldom-staged musicals is the 
Eureka Theatre when 42nd Street 
Moon (255-8207) is in residence. 
Still to come in its current season 
are Rodgers and Hart’s Peggy-Ann 
and Too Many Girls, both opening 
in November, while Lerner and 
Loewe’s Paint Your Wagon opens 
the 2003 season in March. 

Yes, The Producers is due in the 
spring at the Golden Gate The¬ 
atre, but the most intriguing entry 
from Best of Broadway (512- 
7770) has to be Baz Luhrmann’s 
La Boheme. After debuting in Oc¬ 
tober at the Curran Theatre, this 
reimagining of Puccini’s opera by 
the razzle-dazzle director of Strict¬ 
ly Ballroom and Moulin Rouge 
heads right to Broadway. 


Curiosity corner 

In first place.in this particular 
category is Doing Judy, a mystery- 
comedy by Dan Evans about the. 
murder of three Judy Garland im¬ 
personators and of the LA cop 
who goes undercover as yet an¬ 
other Garland impersonator. The 
performing credits include some 
familiar names. Like Zach Galli- 
gan, who 18 years ago was the kid 
star of Gremlins, and here is play¬ 
ing the cop doing Garland. And 
Sammy Williams, who won a Tony 
Award for his role as the injured 
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charged people perceive them to 
be. I’ve been described as radical 
and militant because of my hair, 
but I think I’m a pretty sweet guy.” 

Jabir is now studying at the Pa¬ 
cific School of Religion in Berke¬ 
ley, where he is focusing on schol¬ 
arly rather than pastoral skills.

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Daughters of 
Katherine V. Forrest

he publication of a new 
book by Katherine V. For¬ 
rest is cause for celebration. 
A sequel to her extraordinary sci¬ 
ence-fiction classic Daughters of a 
Coral Dawn calls for a national 
holiday with dancing in the 
streets, fireworks, champagne and 
caviar. Daughters of an Amber 
Noon (Alyson, $13.95) is a tour de 
force, a sequel worthy of its stun¬ 
ning progenitor. 

Coral Dawn tells the story of 
the Unity, a group of women who, 
thanks to an alien mother, possess 
extraordinary genius in every 
field of human endeavor. It’s a 
tribute to Forrest’s skill as a cre¬ 
ator of vivid characters that the 
brilliance of these women is ab¬ 
solutely believable. 

The women of the Unity, or at 
least most of them, decide to 
leave Earth and seek 
freedom elsewhere 
in the Universe. 

Amber Noon is the 
story of those who 
choose to stay on 
Earth, and that’s 
all I’m going to tell 
you about the 
plot, because it is breathtaking in 
its audacity. I read it twice, the 





first time inhaling for plot, the 
second, slowly, to relish Forrest’s 
characters, and to marvel at the 
stunning denouement. Amber 
Noon may be Forrest’s best novel 
to date, and given her status as 
lesbian icon, that’s saying some¬ 
thing. 

Forrest’s first novel, Curious 
Wine (originally published in 
1983), has been described, with 
cause, as “the most popular les¬ 
bian romance novel of all time,” 
yet this seeming master of fiction 
was a late starter in the writing 
biz. As with so many lesbians, the 
spark was a woman, or as Forrest 
herself says, u Cherchez la femme. 
I’ve always wanted to be a writer, 
but at age 40 it happened, when 
my then-partner, Sheila, said I 
should ‘take six months and give 
it a chance.’ Of course, it took 
longer than six months. Three 
years, in fact. She was the impe¬ 
tus, and I will never cease to be 
grateful.” 

Curious Wine is a perfect com¬ 
ing-out narrative, and Forrest fol¬ 
lowed with Daughters of a Coral 
Dawn and Amateur City. Amateur 
City featured the first appearance 
of dyke detective Kate Delafield, a 
deeply closeted lesbian in mourn¬ 
ing for her life. Unlike every other 
writer who composes a mystery, 
Forrest had no intention of creat¬ 
ing a series. As Forrest explains, “I 


never set out to write a police 
procedural with this novel, only a 
‘regular’ mystery, albeit with les¬ 
bian characters. But 
when I needed the 
presence of a po¬ 
lice detective, Kate 
Delafield walked 
onto the page, with 
her professional¬ 
ism and integri¬ 
ty in conflict 
with her life as a 
lesbian and the 
closet she occupied, and the series 
was born.” Delafield is a character 
who enters our hearts and stays 
there. 

The accolades 

Claire McNab, author of the 
Carol Ashton mysteries, says, 
“Katherine Forrest doesn’t mere¬ 
ly shine in lesbian fiction, she 
scintillates. Without Curious 
Wine, the Kate Delafield series, 
where would we be? Immeasur¬ 
ably the poorer.” Novelist Caro 
Clarke ( The Wolf Ticket ) offers 
these words of praise: “Every one 
of Katherine’s books has made me 
aware not only of how special 
women’s love for each other is, 
but how strong Katherine’s is for 
women. She doesn’t avoid writing 
of the cruelty and injustice in the 
world, but underneath, like 
strong wings, is her faith in us.” 

Of the second Delafield mys¬ 
tery, Jewelle Gomez ( The Gilda 
Stories ) writes, “ Murder at the 
Nightwood Bar gave me my first 
glimpse at the bridge between the 
lesbian world and the arena of 
crime and law enforcement, 
which always fascinated me — I 
consume crime fiction. But more 
important, the Nightwood is a 
microcosm of the people, emo¬ 
tions, circumstances, everything 
we all keep trying to understand. 

I feel like Katherine knows who 
we want to be when we grow up.” 

Critic and editor Richard 
Labonte first met Forrest at a 
book-signing 20 years ago. “What 
I loved was hearing the pleasure 
in her voice when discussing writ¬ 
ing, trading recommendations 
with her, sharing reading experi¬ 
ences. While most of her many 
fans know her best through her 
writing, some of us have been 
honored to know her as a gener¬ 
ous editor who coaxes great 
books out of good writers, and 
good books out of beginning 
writers.” 

Ask most writers about edi¬ 
tors, and you’ll often hear a lot of 
grumbling. Forrest, however, elic¬ 
its praise and gratitude. Says 
Carol Guess (Gaslight), “Kather¬ 
ine is wonderful at that most dif¬ 
ficult of editorial tasks: clarifying 


the author’s vision without alter¬ 
ing the author’s style.” Don Weise 
(Black Like Us) puts it this way: 
“Lesbian and gay writing would¬ 
n’t have come this far without the 
heartfelt spirit Katherine embod-. 
ies.” Victoria Brownworth (Com¬ 
ing Out of Cancer) “met Katherine 
when I was about 20, liked her 
immediately, and have never 
stopped liking her. Katherine re¬ 
ally is one of our community 
treasures. Not only does she pen a 
good, solid mystery which is al¬ 
ways peppered with steamy little 
sex scenes, but Katherine simply 
has to be one of the nicest people 
around.” 

Don’t think that Forrest is 
resting on her laurels. We can ex¬ 
pect a new Kate Delafield mystery, 
a sequel to Amber Noon, and a 
new mystery series featuring Ruth 
Whitman and Benjamin-Dickin¬ 
son, a lesbian and gay man. 
They’re introduced in a short 
story titled “A Leopard’s Spots” in 
her revised collection Dreams and 
Swords, to be released by Odd 
Girls Press next year. 

In preparation for this piece, I 
reread all of Forrest’s books, and 
was impressed both with her skill 
in the early books, and her 
growth as a writer over time. If 
you haven’t read her books in a 
while, give yourself a treat and go 
back to them. If you haven’t read 
Forrest, begin at the beginning 
and celebrate a great talent. Curi¬ 
ous Wine, Daughters of a Coral 
Dawn, and the first four Delafield 
mysteries are being brought back 
into print by Alyson. An Emer¬ 
gence of Green and Dreams and 
Swords are forthcoming from 
Odd Girls Press. ▼

Go, JSC, Go! 

T hey’re an industrious bunch at the ]on Sims Center for the 
Arts (JSC), the fun/funky SoM a venue committed to pre¬ 
senting the most avcint of avant-garde queer performances. 
They constantly test new ideas in their laboratories for emerging 
and established artists. This fall season, JSC’s AIRspace artist-in¬ 
residence program will showcase new, exciting talents including the 
seven-member ensemble brOTHERs, a collaboration of female- 
born-male-identified artists of color; ADEO, an ensemble of queer- 
men-of-color; Gayatri Gopinath & Javid Syeda, offering a presen¬ 
tation on “Queer Bollywood” that explores alternative sexualities 
in popular Indian cinema; Heather Gold’s “Live Naked Minds,” a 
solo display of intellectual burlesque; and the fab Tim Miller doing 
a workshop for queer men and boys, getting them to express their 
innermost feelings, nakedly if need be. 

Also in residence at the Sims Center are several vibrant, multi¬ 
cultural literary-arts projects, including “LIT@JSC,” which kicks off 
the season with native poet Cedar Sigo and storyteller Cathy Arel¬ 
lano (see Thursday O&A listing).“SFinX”— San Francisco in Exile 
Live at JSC — will host spoken-word events starting on October 5, 
curated by Juba Kalamka (aka pointfivefag) of DeepDickollective, 
the hip hop troupe that has taken the Bay Area by storm. Last but 
not least, come December, the JSC-f Alchemy Emerging Playwrights 
project unveils a new play by Harry Cronin, “Dooley.” 

The Sims Center is also, of course, the stable for such bastions 
of the LGBT performing arts community as The SF Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Band, Cheer SF, and City Swing with Gail Wilson, among 
others. These successful touring entities play to the whole world. It 
makes for a nice family of artists. The emphasis on community at 
the Sims Center is strong; there’s a clear understanding that top- 
down imperiousness doesn’t cut it in a creative world that truly 
wants to be democratic. 

On Friday, September 6, AIRspace artist-in-residence Saun-Toy 
Latifa Trotter presents “Desire and Creation: An Anti-Oppression- 
ist Dream of Motherhood,” exploring the concept of motherhood 
“within the context of race, homophobia, militarism, and patri¬ 
archy. .. This performance will uncover the political and ethical 
dilemmas of choosing to bring life into a society that does not al¬ 
ways love myself or any child that I would birth as a queer-colored- 
single-woman.” Tickets are $5-$10. Showtime is 8pm. 

This Saturday and Sunday, September 7-8, the Sims Center pre¬ 
sents “Welcome to the Welfare Line,” a food-stamp opera and mu¬ 
sical-comedy written and performed by Erika Lopez and Mr. Amy 
Simpson. What happens when you play chicken with the Ameri¬ 
can Dream and lose? You become pissed-off roadkill. That’s what 
happened to Lopez, who not long ago was a young, up-and-com¬ 
ing novelist with Simon 8c Schuster, touring the country, staying in 
fancy hotels, ordering filet mignon, leaving 25% tips, and appear¬ 
ing on Tom Snyder’s late-night show in a long, velvet leopard dress. 
Now look where she’s at — broke, and hooking up with local rock 
icon Simpson to produce a musical welfare extravaganza that puts 
the fun back in failure. Tickets are $7-$12. Showime is 8pm. ▼

Long Beach story 

'City by the Sea / a good weepie , opens Fri.

J - s the squad car rolls by a de- 
. caying beachfront, a plain- 
Ir clothes cop nudges his 
partner and sighs, “It looks like 
the Serbian Army’s been through 
here.” When we meet New York 
City homicide detective Vincent 
LaMarca (Robert De Niro), he’s 
strolling across Broadway on his 
way to a deli date with his girl¬ 
friend, Michelle (Frances McDor- 
mand). When we meet Joey 
LaMarca (James Franco), he’s 
bugging the proprietor of the 
Bagel Club, a seedy hangout for 
lost boys, to lend him 20 bucks to 
get high. We immediately sense 
that the only thing that could pull 
Vincent and Joey into the same 
frame of screentime is a particu¬ 
lar nasty crime. 

Long Beach, Long Island was 
once a slice of the American 
Dream, a place a celebrity could 
safely admit to be from to affirm 
his regular-guy credentials. Billy 
Crystal saw his first movies in 
Long Beach, Woody Allen’s gypsy¬ 
like extended clan called Long 
Beach home (it gets a kind of 
jokey homage in Radio Days), 
even famous guys who never real¬ 
ly existed used Long Beach as their 
headquarters — it pops up as the 
family compound in The Godfa¬ 
ther and as the location for a sus¬ 
picious restaurant fire in GoodFel- 
las. After Stonewall, Long Beach 
was briefly a sandy mecca for 
daytripping queens who couldn’t 
afford or stomach the Fire Island 
scene. 

In Michael Caton-Jones’ new 
film City by the Sea, Long Beach 
doesn’t get a chance to display the 
best of its kitsch culture: the 
knish, skeeball, or a first, wet kiss 
from a dark-haired Jewish boy 
fresh home from the Ivy League. 
Long Beach instead becomes the 
site of the senseless murder (first 
reported in “Mark of a Murderer” 
in Esquire magazine, by Pulitzer- 


Meryl Streep as lesbian buddy, Ed Harris as gay writer in The Hours. 


Prize winning reporter Mike 
McAlary) of a heavily-tattooed 
beach bum. 

Both in the film and real life, 
the crime is quickly traced back to 
one Joey LaMarca, the son of for¬ 
mer Long Beach cop Vincent 
LaMarca. Vincent’s father was a 
convicted kidnapper, whose re¬ 
sponsibility for the death of an in¬ 
fant boy led him to execution at 
Sing Sing when Vincent was only 
11. Vincent was adopted by Long 
Beach cops, and went on to a dis¬ 
tinguished 20-year career on the 
force. 

The actual story of the LaMar- 
cas, grandfather, father and son, is 
heartbreaking, but also dotted 
with the kind of implausible de¬ 
tails and gaps in dramatic logic 
that distinguish true but messy 
stories from polished screenplays. 
In City, the filmmakers have 
stripped Vincent LaMarca’s har¬ 
rowing tale of a lost father and 


son down to its essentials, and re¬ 
placed inconvenient facts with 
movie moments. For the most 
part, it works. We’re moved by 
James Franco’s haunted, waiflike 
druggie (the real Joey LaMarca 
was a bit of a hellion who lived to 
fight), slammed up against De 
Niro’s born-again sensitivity 
(thankfully, he plays this cop with¬ 
out any of the scenery-chewing 
histrionics from the last dozen 
years of De Niro “vehicles”) and 
tempered by the soothing pres¬ 
ence of Francis McDormand, who 
specializes in playing adults in 
films where they’re otherwise in 
short supply. 

I’ll admit that those of us from 
Long Beach are a bit miffed that 
it’s played by Asbury Park, New 
Jersey, because the real Long 
Beach wasn’t seedy enough. That 
aside, City by the Sea is one of the 
best big-budget father/son 
weepies in several years. T

My spirits rose: Catholic 
boys will usually do anything.”

2. Family Fundamentals Ac¬ 
claimed gay documentarian 
Arthur Dong explores three lives:

opening moments, “For my film 
Licensed to Kill, I met with mur¬ 
derers of gay men to find out what 
led them to the crimes. Some 
blamed it on their Christian back¬ 
grounds and how they were 
brought up. They explained how 
their attitudes about homosexual¬ 
ity were shaped by what they 
learned from both church leaders 
and parents. Over the years, I’ve 
been intrigued by family situa¬ 
tions where parents have a history 
of actively opposing gay rights de¬ 
spite having gay kids themselves. I 
read about people like Sonny and 
Cher’s daughter, Chastity, whose 
father served in Congress and 
fought against gay marriages. 

“As I researched other families, 
the Bible often came up as a point 
of reference. This reminded me of 
my work on Licensed to Kill, so I 
decided to focus this film on three 


smug assumptions about sex and 
family. (October) 

4. Hush! This Japanese come¬ 
dy by Ryosuke Hashiguchi begins 
with a pretty boy trying to sneak 
out of a one-nighter with a come¬ 
ly lad who has strong nesting in¬ 
stincts, and ends with a far more 
complicated menage. In-between, 
we get a Cooks’ Tour of Japanese 
family values which are as weirdly 
specific as any of ours, and a twist 
on the old two-boys-and-a-girl 
hijinx. (9/27) 

5. Smokers Only Argentine- 
born and Texas-raised first-time 
director Veronica Chen’s film 
tracks the misadventures of a 
lonely young woman who turns a 
chance encounter with a sexy gay 
rent-boy at an ATM booth into a 
bumpy affair across nighttime 
Buenos Aires.

Shockingly enough, one of 
Bava’s supposed reasons for mak¬ 
ing Four Times was that he didn’t 
want to be considered gay. Per¬ 
haps he was right to be concerned. 
Any filmmaker who devotes such 
care to go-go cages, sleek murder¬ 
ous women, and pop couture 
(check out those chain-mail go-go 
dresses in Four Times ) might not 
be the most convincing of hetero¬ 
sexuals. ▼

Ravished by the horror 

Films of Mario Bava screen at Yerba Buena Center 


and the 1975 edited version, 
House of Exorcism, on Sept. 19. 
Telly Savalas appears in both ver¬ 
sions as the devil pretending to be 
a butler. Expect lots of nonsensi¬ 
cal events, morbid imagery, grue¬ 
some murders, and the fabulous 
Alida Valli as the tormented ma¬ 
triarch of a ghostly villa. In a nod 
to Kojak, Telly sucks on a lollipop. 

More joys await the Bava-ite 
on Sept. 20, with Kill, Baby, Kill, a 
richly textured Gothic with some 
exceptionally eerie images of a 
murdered child who returns from 
the grave for revenge. As men¬ 
tioned, Bava was not choosy about 
his projects. Knives of the Avenger 
(1965) finds him in sword-and- 
sandal land, though sadly there 
are no meaty musclemen in pos¬ 
ing straps here. Instead there’s a 
complicated story of warring 
Viking clans and Cameron 
Mitchell. The film features superi¬ 
or visuals for the genre, with a 
kind of color noir look, but what’s 
most memorable is that all the 
main characters, including a fey 


12-year-old boy, have tacky dyed 
blonde hair. Perhaps the penuri¬ 
ous director had a lot of Clairol 
left over from the previous year’s 
Blood and Black Lace, set in a 
lethal fashion salon. 

Black Lace is not in this lineup, 
but another of Bava’s major gial- 
los is: The Girl Who Knew Too 
Much (1963). Giallo is the cine¬ 
matic version of the paperback 
thrillers with yellow covers that 
were popular in Italy at the time. 
Girl is considered the first of the 
genre, and while its attempts to 
mimic Hitchcock fall short — 
John Saxon and Leticia Roman 
don’t quite double for Cary Grant 
and Eva Marie Saint, though 
Roman is quite good as the hyper- 
imaginative heroine — there’s 
enough suspense and black-and- 
white atmospherics to satisfy. 

With Girl is Four Times That 
Night (1972), an uncharacteristic 
sex farce inspired by Rashomon. 
Some of Bava’s typical touches are 
here — color tints, plenty of 
voyeurism, wild pop environ-

ome people insist their 
movies have a coherent plot; 
others expect verisimilitude; 
still others demand deep charac¬ 
ters, moral lessons, or, God help 
us, “good taste.'” For those who can 
appreciate a cinema that thumbs 
its nose at such common, tedious 
phenomena in favor of pure style, 
there’s Mario Bava. 

Bava is the genius of the giallo, 
a purveyor of horror without 
peer, a master of the ravishing 
image in the most impoverished 
circumstances, which was usually 
the case for a director who accept¬ 
ed any project regardless of bud¬ 
get. Bava had no great opinion of 
his work — “All my movies are 
bullshit!” he once declared. But his 
cult, fervent since 1960 with the 
release of Black Sunday and flour¬ 
ishing now thanks to DVD and 
venues like the Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter, would beg to differ. 

The YBC has assembled a tasty 
dozen of the master’s features, 
from the early ’60s-’75. (Bava died 
in 1980.) The new 35mm prints, 
screening Sept. 6-27, showcase 
Bava’s supreme pictorial gifts, 
even in incomprehensible films 
starring Telly Savalas. 

The series opens Friday with 
what are generally considered his 
two best films. Black Sunday, with 
the ferocious Barbara Steele as a 
witch who gets an iron mask 
nailed onto her face, then returns 
200 years later for revenge, is cred¬ 
ited as the breakthrough modern 
horror film for rescuing the genre 
from the gulag of the kiddie mati¬ 
nee. (Of course, many kids, in¬ 
cluding this one, did manage to 
see it in its theatrical release and 
were properly traumatized, de¬ 
spite the many cuts to make it 
more palatable for them.) Bava’s 
brilliant mix of visual poetry and 
trauma-inducing horror is well- 
displayed in the original Italian 
cut being shown. 

With it is Black Sabbath (1963), 
so named to capitalize on the suc¬ 
cess of its predecessor. Sabbath is 
a trilogy of knockout short works 
framed by a Boris Karloff intro, 
and starring him in an unforget¬ 
table adaptation of a Gogol story, 
“The Wurdelak.” Karloff plays a 
patriarch who returns as a kind of 
grisly grinning zombie to murder 
his family. Distributor AIP cut a 
key lesbian angle from another of 
these shorts, “The Telephone.” The 
print on view here will be cheered 
by Bava’s many lesbian fans. 

Moods for murder 

Another worthy double-bill 
that highlights Bava’s ability to 
conjure alternate worlds out of 
practically pennies comes Sept. 
14. Twitch of the Death Nerve 
(1971) was marketed under many 
titles, including Carnage and Bay 
of Blood. Ruthlessly anti-narrative, 
this granddaddy of slasher movies 
is simply a collection of stylishly 
shot, moodily atmospheric mur¬ 
ders (13 in all) that incorporate 
every imaginable kind of death: 
hanging, impaling, slashing, shot¬ 
gun. Ever-resourceful, Bava was 
undaunted when he learned the 
script called for “a forest,” but the 
locations lacked even a single tree. 
According to one of the actors, the 
director “found a florist who was 
selling these little, stupid branch¬ 
es, and he began to make them 
dance in front of the camera!” 
Bava’s nightmarish woodland 
composed of “stupid branches” is 


typical of the pleasures of a kind 
of filmmaking that taps some¬ 
thing more than money. 

Baron Blood (1972) is one of 
Bava’s least coherent works, with 
even such basic elements as the 
identity of characters in question. 
But again, his inspiring visuals 
move it far beyond the deficien¬ 
cies of the script. Particularly 
compelling is the maniacal 
Baron’s nighttime pursuit of be¬ 
leaguered, mini-skirted architec¬ 
ture student Elke Sommer, with 
poor Elke lost in a shimmering 
demimonde of colored fogs and 
spotlights. Demented villager 
Fritz also suffers at the Baron’s 
hands, being dumped into an Iron 
Maiden in a particularly nasty 
variation on the spike mask that 
killed the witch in Black Sunday. 

Viewers with time on their 
hands may wish to avail them¬ 
selves of the two prints of the 
same movie, the 1972 Lisa and the 
Devil playing Sept. 13 with that 
catalog of Italian pop couture Five 
Dolls for an August Moon (1970);
